Practical look at catalytic 
converters 


Initially, my first concern about 
catalytic converters -was only safety 
when one of my students was pinned 
under a truck for 15 minutes with gas 
leaking from the tank creating a fire 
hazard. Incidentally, the truck ran a 
stop sign to cause the accident. Admit- 
tedly, I gave the real issue of clean air 
little consideration. After spending a 
year researching the issue, which in- 
volved reading as well as talking with 
several industry representatives, I ac- 
cumulated the following information. 
First, the present hydrocarbon emis- 
sion standard for street motorcycles 
in California has produced very clean 
running cycles. Several models of 
motorcycles are not even sold here 
because they don’t comply with the 
present standards. Consider also the 
fact that very few motorcycles are rid- 
den as daily transportation, especially 
into congested metropolitan areas, 
therefore contributing very little to 
the air quality problem. 

If the California Air Resources 
Board forces the manufacturers to 
meet their proposed 1.0 gram-per-kilo- 
meter hydrocarbon emission stan- 
dard, then it will be necessary for the 
manufacturers to fit catalytic conver- 
ters to many motorcycles. Even if 
converters are fitted to motorcycles, 
the converters cannot be controlled 
by C.A.R.B. or anyone else once the 
cycle is in the hands of the retail pur- 
chaser. To tamper with the present 
fixed-jet carburetors, air induction 
exhaust system, electronically con- 
trolled advance-curve ignition timing 
and electronic fuel injection systems 
used by some manufacturers is very 
difficult. To remove a catalytic con- 
verter would be relatively simple. 

The best compromise to date is one 
proposed by the manufacturers called 
corporate averaging for engine fami- 
lies of each brand. If accepted by 
C.A.R.B. the need for catalytic con- 
verters would be eliminated while 
still reducing the hydrocarbon levels 
of motorcycle exhaust. 

Los Angeles Trade-Technical Col- 
lege, located about three miles from 
downtown Los Angeles, has an aver- 
age semester enrollment of approxi- 
mately 20,000 students. Naturally car 
parking is ata premium. The college 





also has about 75 spaces for motorcycle 
parking which are never filled. This 
seems to prove to me that, like the 
movies On Any Sunday I and On Any 
Sunday II most of us prefer to do our 
riding on the weekends, away from 
the traffic congestion that causes smog 
and poor quality air. 

C.A.R.B.’s own survey indicates 
that even if all 280cc and larger motor- 
cycles were fitted with catalytic con- 
verters, and the converters were not 
tampered with, the air quality would 
improve only one tenth of a percent 
(.01%). If we back the manufacturers’ 
proposal of corporate averaging we 
will be winners. A public meeting is 
scheduled for March 23, 1984 at 10:00 
a.m. at the State Building, 107 South 
Broadway, Los Angeles, California. 

I would like to encourage all the 
readers of Cycle News to send a short, 
polite note to Chairman Gordon 
Duffy, Californa Air Resources Board, 
P.O. Box 2815, Sacramento, CA 95812 
opposing the use of catalytic conver- 
ters on motorcycles in California. 
Please mention that you are a tax- 
payer and a registered voter and that 
your primary riding is sport orient- 
ated. For those of you who only ride 
dirt bikes please support the road rid- 
ers on this issue. Remember, many 
street riders supported the political 
movement to get Barstow to Vegas 
back on the District 37 schedule. In 
my opinion this issue is more political 
than practical and if we lose this fight 
your dirt bike, ATV, lawnmower, or 
boat could be the next target.

Please cite examples 
which can help us down-play the 
sensitivity to environmental impact 
of ORV noise, errosion, and fire 
hazard. Please also explain how your 
state determined how much tail is 
reasonable for ORV use in compari- 
son to hiking and horse trails.

Ventura disappointment 


We are some of the unfortunate 
people who attended the March 3, 
1984 Speedway Spring Classic at the 
Ventura Fairgrounds. We arrived at 
the fairgrounds at about 7:30 p.m., 
paid our $1 parking fee, and proceeded 
to the ticket line. The 10 minute wait 
and $7 ticket price did not bother us 
since we would be watching the much 
publicized event that included such 
stars as Lance King, Dennis Sigalos, 
Kelly Moran and others. Walking 
through the gate, we purchased our 
$1 programs and proceeded up the 
ramp to the grandstand. My first 
glance at the track revealed unreal 
racing conditions. It looked more 
like a motocross track rather than 
speedway. It was soft and powdery on 
the inside, and hard-packed, with 
giant dirt clods on the outside. A 
tractor was slowly moving around 
the track, trying to correct the situa- 
tion. 

We were quéstioning ourselves as 
to why the track was in such poor 
condition just 15 minutes prior to the 
race. Eight o’clock came and there 
was a delay, the announcer said, 
because people were still waiting to 
get in. At nine o'clock, we were 
shocked when the announcer said the 
racing was cancelled because of poor 
conditions. 

The big-mouth announcer also had 
the nerve to blame the riders for not 
wanting to compete. The riders had 
every right to boycott this race. The 
announcer said there would be full 
cash refunds, so we proceeded to the 
front gate, in a slow line, only to find 
aman giving out tickets that could be 
mailed in for a refund or used at other 
$5 races. 

The promoter, Jim Naylor, is earn- 
ing interest on probably about $28,000 
for tickets, and approximately another 
$3,000 for parking and programs, 
while the spectators are holding little 
slips of paper. If Ventura wants to 
attract the top riders, why don't they 
prepare the track properly and let the 
fans see some good racing. If Jim 
Naylor can't do it, get someone who 
can!

Honda's Bob "Hurrricane" Hannah 
took a nasty spill while leading the 
final in the March 11 Daytona Super- 
cross. Hannah did go to the hospital, 
but he only had to have some stitches 
put in toclosea gash in his right arm. 
The Gainesville National winner was 
back in the Daytona pits an hour 
later, in fairly good spirits, we're 
told. 


The Spondon-framed, Rotax-pow- 
ered Formula Two bike ridden to 
fourth in the Daytona International 
Lightweight 100 by Dave Aldana 
was a special breed. The tandem 
twin engine was an experimental 
one from the Austrian firm, and it 
sported a power-valve-type ar- 
rangement on the disc-valve in- 
duction. An engineer from Rotax 
was in attendance to help out. The 
bike itself was built and developed 
by Phil Schilling and Mark Hom- 
chick of Cycle Magazine, and was 
to have been ridden at Daytona by 
Danny Coe, but Coe found himself 
another job shortly before Cycle 
Week. Schilling was very impres- 
sed with Aldana's performance, 
saying, "David did a fantastic job, 
especially when you consider that 
he had never even sat on a 250 
until last Monday. And 250s are 
so hard to ride. Once you lose 
momentum, you can never make it 


up. 


Yamaha's Eddie Lawson qualified 
for the front row of the Daytona 200, 
but there was a bit of luck involved. 
After warming up a bit during his 
20-minute qualifying session, Law- 
son cut one lap in the two-minute, 
three-second range. Then he was back 
to just circulating around the track. 
“Eddie was able to do one hot lap,”

Kenny Clark, “апа then one of the 
cylinders ate a spark plug. He came 
in and we realized we didn't have 
time to change engines, so we just 
told him to go out there and make 
sure he got his five laps in.

Ted Boody claimed victory in the 
main event of the final Daytona 
Dirt Track Series short track event 
at Memorial Stadium, and so claim- 
ed the series title. Four riders came 
into the final race with a chance at 
winning the title, and two of the 
contenders, Randy Goss and Terry 
Poovey, finished 2-3. The other 
rider, Tim Mertens, failed to make 
itin to the main. Final points totals 
were Boody (71), Goss (64) and 
Poovey and Mertens (63). We'll 
have complete coverage of the 
Daytona short track action in next 
week's issue.

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 11 


Kenny Roberts won his second-straight Day- 
tona 200 Motorcycle Classic in record-break- 
ing fashion at Daytona International Speed- 
way. However, while relaxing in the Yamaha

traffic and slower riders and said he 
would not race at Daytona again. 

Reigning 500cc World Champion 
Freddie Spencer and his GP teammate 
at Honda, Ron Haslam, filled out the 
celebration in winner's circle. Each 
noted slower traffic was a constant 
hazard. 

Yamaha's Eddie Lawson, celebrat- 
ing his 26th birthday at the track, 
didn't get the present he was looking 
for. Instead, two tire changes nullified

his visions of victory. He finished 
fourth, one lap behind the front three. 

Tadahiko Taira, a test rider for 
Yamaha Japan took fifth in his first 
appearance at Daytona. 

Roberts' ride to victory earned him 
a spot in the record books as the third 
back-to-back winner since the race 
moved to the Speedway in 1961. He is 
the only rider besides Roger Reiman 
to win the 200 three times. 

Roberts, who was 84 seconds ahead 
of Spencer at the finish, averaged 
113.143 mph to destroy his own track 
record of 110.926 set last year. 

Updated versions of the Yamaha 
OW60 which carried Roberts and 
Lawson to a 1-2 finish last year were 
the weapons for this year’s race. Taira 
also had one of the special 680cc four- 
cylinder two-strokes which began life 
in 500cc GP racer form. 

Spencer was aboard a totally new 
NSR500 GP bike, a four-cylinder 
watercooled two-stroke displacing 
499cc and using a crankcase reed- 
valve induction system and Honda's 
АТАС exhaust system. Size-wise, there 
was little difference when Spencer's 
bike and that of Haslam, a refined 
model of last year's NS500 GP bike, 
sat side by side. The three-cylinder 
NS works machine displaces 498cc. 

Tires once again played an impor- 
tant role in deciding the outcome of 
the race. Roberts, who used specially 
made Dunlop tires as did Lawson 
and Taira, had no problems. 

Spencer and Michelin gambled. 
Michelin had a radial construction 
tire (front and rear) for Spencer's 
bike, but the tire had not been tested 
by 200 miles of the type of demands 
Daytona's banking creates. Visually, 
the tire looked like any other large 
contact racing slick оп a wide — 
nearly six inch — rim. Spencer pitted 
with six laps to go to replace the rear 
because he had been losing traction 
and didn't want to risk an accident. 

Haslam was another rider who 
didn't encounter tire problems while 
Lawson had enough for both. Law- 
son saw a chance for victory slip away 
with his first rear tire change and 
then lost second just after Spencer 
had handed it to him by needing a 
second rear tire one lap after Spencer 
had pitted for his. 

Mike Baldwin, the 10th-place fin- 
isher, had the most serious problem. 
His rear tire blew as he was heading 
for the start/finish line on the front 
straight and he spent an anxious 
moment straightening the bike up 
before having to make a complete lap 
before he made pit road. 


Qualifying 

Pre-Daytona test sessions and prac- 
tice in the days prior to Thursday’s 
Formula One qualifying confirmed 
that Yamaha was having problems. 
Yamaha Japan had taken last year’s 
bike and added even more power 
which created traction and handling 
problems. 

“The bike has lots of acceleration,” 
said Roberts, “but there's a thin line 
between too much and just enough. I 
feel we have too much power. That 
makes it harder to ride and you don't 
feel secure." 

“We took the edge off the engine," 
said Yamaha's Kenny Clark about 
detuning done to help correct the 
problems. 

Qualifying at Daytona is done in 
three timed 40-minute sessions with 
one third of the field out in each. A 
rider must complete five laps or more 
to make his attempt. The fastest lap is 
counted. The top 20 qualifiers Thurs- 
day cannot be bumped from their 
positions.

Roberts. went out in the first ses- 
sion, but was well off last year’s pace 
that made him the first and only rider 
to qualify for the 200 at under two 
minutes. His 2:01.110 held as top 
time until Spencer appeared 20 min- 
utes into the session. 

Spencer blistered the track, drop- 
ping his times with each consecutive 
lap. When he pulled onto pit road he 
had a new track record of 1:59.201 
which translated to just over a half 
second faster than Roberts’ previous 
record. Spencer’s 116.878 mph speed 
was also.a one lap record. 

Haslam, Baldwin and Lawson made 
up the remainder of the front row on 
the grid. Graeme Crosby, on a Yoshi- 
mura Suzuki four-stroke Formula One 
bike, was sixth fastest with the first 
Yamaha 721750 showing up seventh 
in the hands of privateer Doug Brau- 
neck. Miles Baldwin; on another TZ 
750, led production Honda RS500 
racers Randy Renfrow and Wes 
Cooley to fill the top 10. 

Both Baldwin and Cooley were 
lucky in their sessions as each crashed 
after getting in the required amount 
of laps. Baldwin's ego took a beating 
while Cooley landed on his elbows. 

A second qualifying session with 
two 30-minute segments was run on 
Friday for those riders with problems 
encountered the day before. At the 
finish, Dan Zlock held the final, 80th, 
qualifying position at 2:25.883 with 
an average speed of 95.490 mph. 

One name missing from the list of 
qualifiers was that of David Aldana. 
"I had a Suzuki RG500 lined up, but 
we had trouble getting some parts 
which we needed to make a good 
showing. I came anyway and tried to 
pick up a ride, but the bikes available 
were either bits and pieces thrown 
together or something someone had 
crashed. My plans for the 200 sort of 
fizzled." 

Yvon DuHamel’s return to the 200 
after eight years of retirement didn't 
take off like he expected. “Ме had a 
lot of teething problems," said 
DuHamel. “We finally got a new and 
stronger engine, but I only got in five 
laps of practice on it." DuHamel was 
60th qualifier on a Honda Inter- 
ceptor-based entry.

tilt racing speed and how well Roberts 
and Lawson had adapted to the prob- 
lems connected with their Yamahas. 

With the flags along pit road snap- 
ping in a brisk breeze, the first wave 
1n the 80-rider, three-wave field took 
the green flag and the 200 was under- 
way. 

It was yellow and black time up 
front as the field ended lap one with 
Lawson leading Roberts across the 
line after they charged away on the 
start. Spencer got caught in traffic 
and was about eighth and on the 
move. The next lap saw the same 
pattern up front with Spencer slicing 
his way to sixth behind Baldwin, 
Haslam and Crosby. Lawson con- 
tinued his hold on the front position 
on lap three, but was receiving heavy 
pressure from Roberts. 

Roberts sliced to the lead heading 
into the chicane as the two were 
halfway through lap four. They were 
already catching slower traffic. Spen- 
cer, in a burst of speed, had narrowed 
the gap on the leaders after dispatch- 
ing Crosby, Baldwin and Haslam in 
rather easy manner. 

The three then began a high-speed 
ballet through traffic while battling 
for the lead. On lap six, eight to 10 
riders provided an obstacle course 
coming off theturn four banking and 
onto the front straight. Roberts, in 
the lead, took the middle line with 
Spencer high and Lawson low. With 
the precision of three surgeons, they 
sliced through in a move which had 
to be seen to be believed. 

Meanwhile, Randy Renfrow had 
ended his day in a crash in the chi- 
cane. His new RS500 sustained super- 
ficial damage and he was unhurt. “‘I 
was moving around a slower rider 
when the front end just slid out," said 
Renfrow. “It was as simple as that. 
The bike was really going good and I 
had adapted to the 500 from the 250s I 
raced last year really well." Renfrow 
had been running in eighth position. 

Haslam and Baldwin were engaged 
in a battle for fourth with Crosby 
right behind. A short distance back, 
Rich Schlachter, Wes Cooley and 
Doug Brauneck debated seventh. Miles 
Baldwin was 10th. 

The lead swapping continued up 
front along with the close encounters 
of the worst kind with slower traffic 
and riders making the wrong moves 
when being passed. It was during this 
time, the seventh through 10th laps, 
that Roberts backed off the pace and

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rethought his strategy. More than 
once Spencer, now leading, and Law- 
son were forced to take evasive actions 
through the chicane or when passing 
on the banking. In one instance, Law- 
son literally pushed another rider out 
of the way with his foot when that 
rider moved into his line going a 
great deal slower. 

By the 12th lap, Roberts was back 
on the gas again. “I had let them go 
when the traffic got so heavy and 
backed off a bit. After a few laps I 
figured since I was out there I might 
as well try and win the thing." 

Roberts had moved around Law- 
son for second on the high speed 
banking as they sliced through traffic 
on lap 13. Spencer continued to hold 
about a two second lead: Haslam was

in fourth over Baldwin with Schlach- 
ter and Cooley dicing for sixth a dis- 
tance back. 

The 15th tour saw Roberts and 
Spencer side by side for nearly an 
entire lap in a classic display of the 
riding styles of both. 

The first round of gas stops began 
on lap 16 with Spencer and Roberts 
both in on lap 17 and quickly out 
while Lawson took over the lead. 
Lawson came in on the next lap, 
gassed up, was hesitantly waved on 
and then stopped for a tire change. 
Lawson lost approximately 50 seconds 
while he got new rear rubber. The 
move effectively cost him a chance at 
the win. 

“We didn’t anticipate any tire prob- 
lems,” said Yamaha’s Clark, “but at

Daytona you have to be ready for any- 
thing and we had tires ready for a 
change. The tire was blistered.” 

'The tires on both the Honda and 
Yamaha teams were closely scrutin- 
ized on their stops. 

Roberts had taken the lead after his 
gas stop and was set to run out front 
to the finish. Spencer's stop had taken 
a few seconds longer. His crew was 
being cautious to make sure his tank 
was full since the positioning is lower 
on the new bike. In addition, Spencer 
had his tuner, Erv Kanemoto, remove 
the heat deflector they had rigged up 
to funnel the heat from the exhaust 
pipes away from his upper body. The 
four pipes curve rearward above the 
engine and the gas tank in the area 
normally taken by the gas tank. The 
heat was intense enough for Spencer 
to say he had to ride with his elbows 
out in the air to keep cool. 

There were only five riders on the 
lead lap as the race approached the 
halfway point on lap 26. Roberts led 
Spencer with Haslam a good distance 
ahead of the Baldwin and Lawson 
battle taking place nearly a half a lap 
behind. 

The average speed at the halfway 
point was just a shade under 113 
mph. 

The next few laps saw Spencer 
close in on Roberts and the two 
renew their duel and 3.87-mile ballet 
through traffic. Spencer, staying just 
behind, appeared content to play a 
waiting game and let the laps roll by. 
Roberts was almost downed by a 
slower rider in the chicane on the 


next lap, but recovered and didn’t . 


lose his advantage. 

Baldwin, heading for the start/fin- 
ish line to begin lap 29 got violently 
out of shape as he rear tire blew. His 
instantaneous reaction saved him from 
what might have been a very bad 
accident. "I was heading for the line 
and then suddenly I was looking at 
the people in the grandstand. I can 
tell you, it wasn'ta very good feeling.” 

By thetime Baldwin had completed 
an entire lap to make it back to the 
pits, he had lost a considerable 
amount of time. 

Two laps later, Brauneck coasted 
toa stop near the start/finish line and 
began pushing his bike across the 
Supercross track to the pits. “It was 
the same problem that I had before,” 
said Brauneck afterward. “The front 
tire got a bit too hot, expanded, and 
ground a chunk out of itself on iny 
fork brace. I lost a bunch of laps 
because I didn’t have any tire mounted 











to change." Brauneck had been run- 
ning in the top 10. 

The second round of gas stops 
began on lap 34 with Roberts in and 
out in seven seconds. Spencer's stop 
took three seconds longer as both his 
tires were carefully checked. 

At this point, the top 10 consisted 
of Roberts, Spencer, Haslam, Law- 
son, Crosby, Taira, Miles Baldwin, 
Mike Baldwin, Cooley and Schlachter. 

Lawson gained third on Haslam's 
gas stop, but Haslam was right back 
and challenging within half a lap. 
The battle raged for another three 
laps before Lawson opened some 
breathing room. Meanwhile, Roberts 
was opening up some ground on 
Spencer and had over a seven-second 
lead by lap 40. A distance back Bald- 
win was stalking Crosby. 

The final eight laps saw a good 
deal of shuffling in the top places. 
Crosby, after an earlier off-track ex- 
cursion which cost him nearly 40 
seconds, was in the pits for a rear tire 
change which was accomplished in 
just over 20 seconds. 

Spencer pitted on lap 47 to change 
his rear tire, giving Yamaha the top 
two positions with Roberts and Law- 
son up front and only five laps to go. 

One lap later, Lawson pitted for 
his second new rear tire and Spencer 
was right back in second with Has- 
lam third. 

Miles Baldwin was another rider 
who struck bad luck. The bolts on his 
rear sprocket sheared off with four 
laps remaining while he was run- 
ning eighth. “І don't even want to 
talk about it," said a very dejected 
Mike Baldwin who ran out of gas on 
the final lap and lost what would 
have been fifth place. à 

Roberts didn't slack off his pace 
while all this was going on, but 
Spencer was running way off his ear- 
lier pace until the final lap when he 
picked it up. 

Unlike last year when Roberts was 
waving, wheelieing and enjoying his 
victory, there were no emotional dis- 
plays as he took the checkered flag 
and made his way around the track 
on the cool off lap. He stopped in his 
pit area, received the congratulations 
of well-wishers and then made his 
way to winner's circle. 

Spencer and Haslam, the only other 
riders still on the lead lap, made their 
way to winner's circle. Lawson, Taira, 
Schlachter, Crosby, Cooley, Richichi 
and Mike Baldwin rounded out the 
top 10.

International Lightweight 


Rainey’s 


sunny day

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 10 


Riding in only his second professional race 
on a 250cc GP bike, Yamaha's Wayne Rainey 
sizzled as he dominated the 100-mile Interna- 
tional Lightweight event at Daytona Interna- 


uonal Speedway. Rainey aver- 


aged over 104 mph as he took a 
12-second victory over Graeme 
McGregor of England. 

"I didn't think I had it won until 
after I took the checkered flag," said 
Rainey ina winner'scircle appearance 
delayed slightly by the fact that He 


ran out of gas on the cool-off lap. 
Still, he had been in control for much 
of theevent, dominating on the infield 
and keeping on going while those 
with faster machines crashed or fell 
by the wayside. 

Rounding out the victory lane trio 
was West Germany's Martin Wimmer. 


"Wimmer, the runner-up in 1982, had 





his share of troubles, being run off 
into the grass on one occasion and 
then seizing late in the race. 

Fourth went to the veteran Dave 
Aldanaon a Spondon-Rotax. Aldana 
started in the 25th position and moved 
up steadily. Amazingly, this was the 
first 250cc/Formula Two event in 
Aldana's 14-year road racing career. 

A sizeable international field was 
on hand for this race, and after four 
heat races had pared the field down to 
80 starters, four of the five riders on 
the front row were from overseas. 
Fast heat winner was Spain's Alfonso 
Pons, riding a Rotax-engined creation 
called a Cobas. Second fastest was 
Pons' teammate, 12-time World Road 
Racing Champion Angel Nieto. Ya- 
maha-mounted privateer Chris Ste- 
ward was the only American in row 
one. Rainey, by finishing third in 
Pons' heat, was gridded ninth. 

The first lap was a busy affair. 
Pons and Nieto led off the pole, but 
Steward and McGregor were mixing 
it with them, and Rainey was cutting 
a swath through the pack in the 
infield. 

When they flashed across the finish 
line for the first time, Pons led with 
Rainey up to second. McGregor was 
third, followed by Stewart and Nieto. 

The following six laps were a dis- 
play in the difference between ma- 
chines and riders. Rainey was the 
absolute master of the infield, particu- 
larly the horseshoe-shaped right-hand 
turn two. The Californian would 
make up any deficit he had on Pons 
entering the infield, and usually head 
out onto the banking with a sizeable 
lead. There Pons would eat him 
alive, passing the Yamaha down the 
backstraight or on the east banking. 

In the third place, McGregor was 
beginning to lose touch with the 
leaders by lap three. Still, he had a 
comfortable margin on fourth-place 
Nieto. Wimmer was running fifth 
after starting in’ the: third row, and 





























Alfonso Pons had a fast bike, but 
he DNF. 





Austrian Yamaha rider Siegfried Mi- 
nich was sixth ahead of Aldana, Texan 
Kevin Brunson and Steward. 

With the top-speed difference, it 
appeared that Rainey would have his 
work cut out for him to take the win. 
Pons simplified Rainey's task immea- 
surably on the seventh lap by throw- 
ing it away in the chicane. The 
announcer stationed in the corner 
said that Pons had the rear end slide 
out from underneath him, and fortu- 
nately, the crash appeared to be with- 
out injury. 

The incident left Rainey with a 
clear lead over McGregor, who in 
turn was beginning to feel pressure 
from Wimmer. Minich, Nieto, Al- 
dana, Brunson and Dale Franklin 
followed them. 

Wimmer's pursuit of McGregor 
was delayed on the 10th lap when a 
lapped rider forced him off the track 
and on to the grass outside of turn 
one. ‘“That must have cost me at least 
10 seconds," muttered Wimmer later. 
As a result, Wimmer dropped to 
fourth behind Minich. Nieto was out 
of therace by this juncture, the victim 
of a seizure. 

When the crossed flags came out at 
the end of the I3th lap to signal the 
halfway point, Rainey was up to full 
sail, running 10 seconds up on Mc- 
Gregor. Wimmer caught Minich for 
third, with Aldana running a steady 
fifth. California's Dave Busby, spon- 
sored by Walnut Creek Honda and 
Shoei, had advanced far enough up- 
field to challenge and pass AA 
Harper/Cycle H Racing's Brunson 
to run sixth. Steward occupied the 
eighth rung on the ladder, one spot 
ahead of Chuck Aksland, who was 
riding a TZ with a frame built by 
Kenny Roberts. 

By the 17th lap Wimmer had closed 
to win within a few bikelengths of 
McGregor. Just when it seemed that 
Wimmer was ready to pounce, how- 
ever, hesuddenly slowed, and seemed 
ready to come into the pits. But he 
continued on. “The bike seized, and I 
thought about coming into the pits, 
but I stayed on the track and the bike 
started running again. But it would 
only rev to 11,000 on the straights 
where it had been going to 12,500," 
said Wimmer. 

The final laps were relatively un- 
eventful, and Rainey romped home 
for a well-deserved win. McGregor 
and Wimmer followed him home, 
but Minich lost a sure fourth place 
when his bike broke on the 24th lap. 

Aldana showed the versatility of 
his road racing skills by placing 
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Martin Wimmer, here leading Carlos Carrier, took third after troubles.

fourth in a steady ride. Busby, Bron- 
son, Steward and Aksland placed 
fifth through eighth, and Australia's 
Richard Scott and Californian John 
Williams rounded out the top 10. 
“My strategy was to try and hang 
with the leaders during the early 
going," said Rainey, "I knew they 
were going to pull me some, but it 
wasn't as bad today as had been. I 





hoped to put the pressure on them 
through the infield and in lapped 
traffic, but as things happened, it 
worked out pretty well." 
McGregor, who was riding an 
EMC-Erhlich powered by a Rotax 
twin, said, “I had a bit of a problem 
with the bike's suspension, and as a 
result, it was wallowing a bit in the 
corners. But there are no excuses, 





Wayne was riding really good today, 
especially in turn two. I learned a lot 
this year, and I'm planning to come 
back next year and do better.” 
Rainey's 104.124-mph average was 
such that only 11 riders completed 26 
laps. ө

“I never get too jazzed about Day- 
tona,” said Roberts afterward, “and 
I’m not too jazzed now. This is the 
last time you'll see me racing at Day- 
tona. That was not fun. The traffic 
was so heavy early in the race that it 
made racing very dangerous and I 
nearly pulled off. I don't particularly 
want to go through that again." 

"I'm glad the race is over," said 
Spencer, "things were beginning to 
get a bit hot out there. Three of the 
four exhaust pipes cracked and the 
tank was getting so hot it was burn- 
ing my arms through my leathers. 

“I had a problem with the rear tire 
which happened two laps before I 
came in for the change. I was up on 


‘the banking and it began to hop so I 


moved down on the track and took it 
easy. I put on a tire just to finish 
rather than take the risk of finishing 
without changing. 

"Actually, it was a very successful 
race because we learned where we 
may have problems with the bike. 
That was 200 miles of race testing for 
events which average about 85 miles. 
We learned a lot.” 

Haslam, who brought his wifeand 
son along to Daytona, was very pleased 
with third although he had said ear- 
lier he would be satisfied to finish. 
His ride ended early in last year's 
event with a blown engine. “I can't 
say anything went wrong," said 
Haslam. “I ran my own race and tried 
to be a bit easy on the machine and 
tires. It paid off. I guess after the tax- 
man gets finished with my winnings 
I'll still have a bit to take home.” 





"Having to make one tire change 
didn't make me very happy, espe- 
cially since I was leading at the 
time," said Lawson. “Having to make 
a second tire change really bummed 
me out because that one cost me 
second. It wasn't a good day.” Law- 
son was more in the mood to cut his 
birthday cake and sip champagne 
than talk about the race. 

“Tyler,” as the Yamaha crew calls 
Tadahiko Taira, doesn't speak Eng- 
lish. Through an interpreter he said 
he was pleased with his performance 
since this was his first time at Day- 
tona. “The track is very different 
from anything I have ever raced,” he 
said. 

"T think we can say that Richard 
Schlachter is back," said an elated 
Schlachter after his sixth place fin- 
ish. “I haven't raced in nearly a year 
and a half. I was a bit rusty, but 
things came back quickly and by 
today I was really pumped. I didn't 
try to go any faster than I needed to 
although once I got going the pace 
became easier and easier. Outside of 
the Match Races in England, which I 
hope to do, I will be gunning for the 
Formula One title." 

“I wasn't worried so much by run- 
ning off the track (on lap 40), in turn 
one as having to get back on in traffic 
and being T-boned by some rider not 
paying attention," said Crosby. 
"Running off cost me a spot or two 
because when I did it I was just about 
to pass the Japanese rider. I had a bit 
of front brake problem for about the 
last half of therace and I was trying to 
ride conservatively so I would have

Freddie Spencer, in runaway fashion, scored 
his third consecutive victory in the Bell 
Superbike 100 at Daytona International 
Speedway. On his ride to the checkered flag, 


Spencer lapped his way through 
fifth place while leading 24 of 
the 26 laps. 

The real race was for second 


and consisted of a battle in the final 
eight laps involving Sam McDonald 
and John Bettencourt. McDonald 


of three bikelengths. Roberto Pietri 
ran an unchallenged fourth while 
Jimmy Adamo rounded out the top 
five. 

The top four finishers were riding 
Honda Interceptor-based machines 
with Spencer aboard his full factory 
mount and the other three riding

using them last year as members of 
Honda's 1983 Superbike Support 
team. Adamo, aboard a Cagiva 900cc 
twin was the only finisher in the top 
20 not riding a 750cc multi. 

Missing from the starting field were 
Yoshimura Suzuki riders Wes Cooley 
and Graeme: Crosby, both former 
Daytona Superbike winners and con- 
sidered two of the strong non-Honda 
entries. Crosby had been given 
Cooley's mount after Cooley went to 
the hospital for a checkup following 
a crash in Formula One qualifying. 
Cooley returned to the track to find 
he didn't have a bike to ride unless he 
wanted Crosby's. "I knew my bike 
was better so I refused to ride 
Graeme's," said Cooley. “They should 
have tried to contact me before they 
did that. I only skinned my elbow, 
but since I had injured it before I 
wanted to take no chances with some- 
thing which might turn up later." 

Crosby had engine problems in his 
qualifying session and didn't get in 
the required five laps. He sat out the 
race also. 

Spencer, in a preview of what he 
had planned for the rest of the field 
lowered his own track record in 
Thursday's qualifying to 2:05.892 secs. 
at a speed of 110.666 mph. The run 
would have qualified him for the 
second row: of the 200. Fred Merkel, 
second fastest and the only other 
factory-backed Honda rider in the 
field, was nearly three and a half 
seconds off Spencer's pace. Betten- 
court, Pietri and McDonald filled out 
the remaining slots on the front row. 

McDonald rocketed off the line on 
the greén flag in the final only to miss 
a shift, damage a shifter fork, and 
hand the lead to Merkel with Spencer 
tucked in behind in second. “Fast 
Freddie" waited two laps before tak- 
ing the lead as he passed Merkel 
heading into the infield to begin lap 
three of the 26 that make up the event 
on Daytona's 3.87-mile combined 
infield/oval course. "Spencer turned 





on the afterburners, was three and a 
half seconds ahead by the end of the 
lap and was off on a race of his own. 
Merkel's edge on third-place Betten- 
court was similar with McDonald 
looking for a way around Pietri to 
take over fourth. The rest of the 80- 
rider field was strung out behind. 

One of the first to retire from the 
contest was Yvon DuHamel, who 
was lured out of retirement to race at 
Daytona for the first time since 1976. 
“T think the engine had a bent valve,” 
said DuHamel afterward. 

A battle for sixth developed on the 
sixth lap between Glenn Barry and 
Rueben McMurter which raged 
throughout the next two laps. It 
came to an end when Barry became a 
spectator after low-siding in the 
chicane. 

By the 10th lap, Spencer had in- 
creased his leading margin over Mer- 
kel to 22 seconds with seemingly 
effortless ease. Bettencourt was an 
equal distance behind Merkel in third 
with McDonald and Pietri riding 
their own race in fourth and fifth. 
Ricky Orlando, who had been behind 
the Barry/McMurter duel, lost his 
position with a very lengthy pit stop 
to fix an unexplained problem. 

Merkel's ride came to an end as he 
coasted into the pits on lap 12. “The 
engine blew up big time," said a 
dejected Merkel afterwards. 

Bettencourt, now second, was the 
first of the frontrunners to pit as he 
came in on lap 13, filled up with 
three and a half gallons of gas and 
was quickly on his way. The 14th lap 
saw more smooth pit stops, but Spen- 
cer's crew was left waiting and ready 
as he went around for another lap 
before coming in. Spencer was ready 
to roll in six seconds, stop to start, 
and had enough of a cushion that he 
remained in the lead by about 20 
seconds over McDonald, who had yet 
to pit. 

McDonald came in on lap 17, hav- 
ing used the previous two laps to put 








as much ground between himself and 
Bettencourt as he could. His stop 
took half the time of the others, but 
he took on only half the fuel, gam- 
bling he could finish the race on the 
fuel he had. McDonald merged into 
traffic off the pit lane access road 
right behind Bettencourt, who had 
taken over second. The cast was set 
for the two rider duel which would 
carry all the way to the flag. 

Unnoticed by many was the fact 
that Adamo had not yet pitted and 
that strategy plus consistent riding 
had moved him into fifth. “We 
checked fuel consumption very close- 
ly, said tuner Reno Leoni. “А pit 
stop isn’t mandatory and not making 
one was the only way we can gain any 
advantage on the 750s. However, we 
did have gas ready in case Jimmy 
didn’t want to risk running the full 
100 miles on what he had.” 

A battle for sixth which would run 
to the finish was taking place between 
McMurter and Dale Quarterley with 
the riders trading places two or more 
times a lap. By this time, slower traf- 
fic and lapped riders made it hard to 
tell many positions past seventh. 

The McDonald/Bettencourt or Bet- 
tencourt/McDonald fight — depend- 
ing on where you were watching 
from — was heating up as the laps 
wore down. McDonald showed his 
advantage on top-end power while 
Bettencourt was stronger through the 
infield and consistently used slower 
traffic to open up ground only to 
have McDonald reel him in as they 
raced down the backstraight to the 
chicane. The scene was replayed on 
every lap. 

Spencer's effortless cruising had 
enabled him to open up a nearly one- 
minute gap on the second-place bat- 
tle by the time the 22nd lap began. 
Just as he crossed the start/finish 
line, Spencer chalked up Adamo as 
his final victim in his blitz through 
traffic. 

Four more flawless laps and Spencer 
took the checkered flag, while half a 
lap behind, second place was being 
decided by a slower rider heading for 
the chicane. 

“Му strategy for the last lap was to 
wait until we were on the fourth turn 
banking before taking the lead because 
I didn’t want to give Johnny any 
chance to draft me back,” said 
McDonald. “А slower rider nearly 
caused me to crash as we headed for 
the chicane and forced me to move 
around Bettencourt. I wasn’t too 
worried because I knew I had the top 
end to hold him off if everything 
went smoothly.” 

The margin was three bikelengths 
— about 15 feet — in McDonald's 
favor. Pietri then rolled across the 
finish line as did Adamo a good dis- 
tance behind. McMurter held off 
Quarterley's last-lap charge for sixth. 

“The race went really easy," said 
Spencer. ‘I waited two laps for things 
to settle into a race pace and then ran 
my own race. Even the slower traffic 
didn't become a problem since it was 
really spread out. Mike Velasco, who 
does the work on my bike, did a super 
job. Now, we'll have to come back 
next year and try to make it four in a 
row." 

“Johnny and І had a super race for 
second," said McDonald. “Johnny 
didn't let off for one second so I knew 
Ihad to goall out to beat him. My pit 
crew deserves a lot of credit for get- 
ting me in and out so quickly because 
that was the key for me. Larry Kano, 
who tunes my bike, gave me the top- 
end power I needed to do the job. 
This is a good start toward the Super-

bike title and I want to thank 
Michelin, Wiseco, Megacycle, Bell, 
Moto-X Fox and especially Honda 
for their help." 

“This race was for my mom,” said 
Bettencourt in winner's circle. “Both 
my mom and dad were here to see me 
race and this is the best I've finished 
at Daytona. This breaks a pretty long 
dry spell for me. Sam may have 
beaten me, but it sure wasn't because 
I didn't try. I've got to thank Betten- 
court Honda, my major sponsor, and 
Dave Hoyle, my tuner for their help.” 

"Finishing fourth isn't too bad," 
said Pietri. “I didn’t get lapped and I 
did pretty well considering I don't 
have the special pistons Sam and 
Johnny are running. I hope to for the 
next round and things just may be 
different. I really don't have a major 
sponsor this year so I'm working on a 
budget to get to do all the races I 
want. I've added a new tuner to my 
team, Steve McLellen. He's from New 
Zealand and has really added to my 
program." 

“This is the best finish in the 
Superbike event we've ever had at 
Daytona," said Cagiva's Adamo. “1 
rode conservatively and the plan to 
run the race without a gas stop 
worked. I went on reserve when I got 
the white flag. Once I saw the flag, I 
knew I had enough gas to finish and I 
really pushed hard because I didn't 
want to get caught on the last lap by 
McMurter and Quarterley. Thanks to 
Reno (Leoni) and everyone else who 
has helped with our program.” 

Rueben McMurter, a Canadian, 
who likes to use Daytona to warm his 
blood up before concentrating his 
efforts on Canadian racing, is set to 
do the American series this year and 
has his eye on the title. “I got a bad 
start and had to work my way through 
traffic on the early laps or I might 
have been right in the hunt for second 
or third," said McMurter. “I didn't 
realize Jimmy wasn't going to stop 
for gas or I would have made more of 
an effort in the final laps because I 
think I could have caught him." 
Honda rider McMurter is sponsored 
by International World of Motorcy- 
cles, Phoenix Racing, Shoei and 
Sports Afield. е

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Battle of the Twins 





Church goes 
to town on 
‘Lucifer’s 
Hammer’

“Tt was easier than I thought it was going to 
be," said Gene Church after running away 
with the GP class in the first 50-mile Battle 
of the Twins final. Church took control of 


the race before the end of the 
first lap and cruised to the 
overall win, riding the same 
"Lucifer's Hammer" 1000cc 
Harley-Davidson factory V-twin that 
powered Jay Springsteen to the 1983 
win. 

Finishing second and third in the 
GP class were Ducati rider Malcolm 
Tunstall and MKM BMW rider Harry 
Klinzmann, with Tunstall drafting 
past Klinzmann off the final banking 
to earn to position. And finishing 
fourth overall, after dicing for second 
was 1964 AMA Grand National 
Champion Roger Reiman, who re- 
turned to competition with a fine 
ride aboard a Harley-Davidson. 

The other class running in the first 
of two finals was the Heavyweight 
Modified class. History was made 
there when a woman, Gainesville, 





Florida's Sherry Fridust scored the 
victory, the first such win in an AMA 
professional road race. “It’s incredi- 
ble," said Fridus in the winner's 
circle, "I never thought I'd ever be 
able to win at Daytona." Fridus rode a 
team Unchained Power/Stan's Cycle 
Moto Guzzi to the win. 

The second BOTT Final of the day 
was for thelightweight Modified and 
Stock classes. The overall winner in 
that 50-miler was England's Alan 
Cathcart. Cathcart, a Cycle News 
contributor, also dominated his event, 
leading from the first lap on. 

Will Roeder, son of AMA dirt track 
great George Roeder, absolutely 
dominated the Stock class on a Har- 
ley-Davidson XR1000. 

Entries were way up for the fifth 
annual running of this event, forcing 
the split into two heats. The two 
races ran before and after the 100- 
mile Superbike event.

Jimmy Adamo, still with tuner Reno 
Leoni but now wearing Cagiva colors, 
looked like the man to beat. He got 
the holeshot, broke the draft on 
Church right away, and it looked like 
it would be a runaway. It was, but not 
Adamo's. Coming onto the second 
high banking on the Daytona tri- 
oval, Adamo's engine expired in a 
big cloud of blue smoke. 

That left the way clear for Church, 
riding under the banners of the Harley 
Owners Group, Sure-fire and Tilley's 
Harley-Davidson, to lead the pack 
across the finish lineat the end of lap 
one. He had a healthy lead on Klinz- 
mann and the amazing Reiman, who 
had started several rows back. Tunstall 
was running fourth, followed by West 
Germany’s Martin Wimmer on ano- 
ther MKM BMW. 

The following laps saw Church 
steadily building his lead, amassing a 
margin of 10 seconds by the third lap. 
The battle for second was starting to 
emerge, as Klinzmann, Reiman and 
Tunstall moved closer together and 
farther away from Dave Roper, the 
Ducati rider who had overtaken Wim- 
mer for fifth. 

A few laps before the halfway point 
the battle for second had become 
serious, with positions varying from 
corner to corner. Right after the half- 
way point, Reiman had advanced to 
second with Klinzmann dropping to 
fourth. 

A lap later, however, Reiman lost a 








few seconds due to a yet unexplained 
problem and dropped to fifth behind 
Roper. 

With three laps to go, Church had 
things well in hand and was main- 
taining and ll-second lead on the 
still-fierce battle between Klinzmann 
and Tunstall. Reiman was up to 
fourth after passing Roper, but the 
two still remained close. Wimmer 
was a distant sixth. 

On the final lap Church took his 
well-deserved win. Second went down 
to the wire, with Tunstall taking it by 
a mere bikelength after using the 
draft-and-pass technique off the high 
banking out of the final turn. Reiman, 
Roper and Wimmer were 4-5-6. 

“The bike ran absolutely perfectly, 
no problems at all,” grinned Church 
when it was all over. Runner-up 
Tunstall had similar words, saying, 
“I owe it all to my father — he built 
one heck of a motorcycle.” Tunstall 
is sponsored by Syd’s Cycles, Lou's 
Leathers and Rebel. 


Heavyweight Modified 


The second wave of yellow-plated 
motorcycles, got toa start with Florida 
Norton rider Dwaine Williams getting 
out front and then starting to stretch 
his lead. After an initial shuffle, 
BMW-mounted Harrold Phillippi ran 
second, with Californian Bud Riddle 
third on a Yamaha. 

By the fourth lap it seemed that 
Williams had Church’s act down 
pretty well as he had established a 
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Journalist Alan Cathcart won the 
Lightweight contest. 


comfortable lead. Phillippi was run- 
ning second with the Moto Guzzi of 
Ronald Raymond moving up to chal- 
lenge. Phillip Fryday had advanced 
his BMW to fourth, and a lap later, 
Sharon Fridus was up to fifth. 

At the halfway point, the order for 
the top three remained as it had been. 
Fridus had taken over the fourth- 
place position, but found herself with 
a lot of ground to make up on the 
leaders. 

The ground came a little easier 
than expected. Phillippi retired from 
the race on the eighth lap and was 
followed a lap later by the leader, 
Williams. Raymond had troubles as 
well, and lost a lap. 

With four laps left to run, Fridus 
kept her cool and stayed in the lead, 
losing a lap to GP rider Church near 
the end of the race. Grady Miller/ 
Castrol/Michelin rider Mark Moulouz 
found himself advanced to second 
and the Ducati pilot stayed there. 
Third went to Fryday. 

Not expecting to win, Fridus 
seemed a little in shock in the winner’s 
circle. “We worked so hard to set the 
bike up. It worked great and all I 
could do was work hard to ride it.” 


Lightweight Modified 


The second BOTT race of the day 
featured the Lightweight (750cc or 
less) Modified machines and the Stock 
class. The first start wave featured the 
former, and when the green flag 
dropped, Ducati-mounted Mark Mer- 
cadante took advantage of being on 
the pole (riders were gridded accor- 
ding to 1983 points) and led the field 
storming onto the infield. Alan Cath- 
cart went quickly to work, however, 
and was leading off the banking at 
the end of the first lap. Triumph 
pilot Ely Schless was up to second, 
and Michael Ingles advanced to make 
it two Triumphs in the top three. 

Cathcart was making no polite 
conversation in his quest for the win 
and had forged a seven-second lead 
after three laps. Schless was hanging 
on in second, riding what he referred 
to as, “ту 12-year-old street bike." 

Four laps further into the race, 
Cathcart had increased his lead over 
Schless and Mercadante to 15 seconds. 
Ingles had two places taken away as 
he was passed by a Ducati duel invol- 
ving Steve Rathmeyer and Roger 
Sears. On theninth lap, Ingles pulled 
into the pits and pushed his bike 
behind the pit wall. 

About that same time, Mercadante

had reeled in Schless, and while Ingles 
was pulling off the track, the New 
York rider made the pass to take over 
second. 

The hottest duel on the track was 
the one for fourth between Sears and 
Rathmeyer, or Rathmeyer and Sears, 
depending on where one viewed the 
action. They swapped back and fourth 
for five laps, keeping the track an- 
nouncer very busy in an otherwise set 
running order. In the last few laps, 
however, Rathmeyer finally got high- 
er paw (upper hand) in the battle and 
locked in to fourth, pulling a small 
lead on Sears. 

When the white flag was shown, 
Cathcart had let his advantage whittle 
down to 12 seconds, but that was still 
enough for a handy win. Mercadante 
was second with Schless third. 

“No problems; the bike ran abso- 
lutely perfect," said Cathcart after the 
race was over, clutching a trophy. 
“We deliberately overgeared the bike 
because we weren't sure of the wind. 
The credit should go to Maurice 
Ugier, who built the bike and did a 
superb job. The machine is a 580cc 








Laverda; probably a lot smaller than 
what the rest of the field was running. 
Maurice likes to go racing with bikes 
that no one else would likely favor.” 

“We had the bike running better in 
the early part of the week," said 
Mercandante, “but we blew it up and 
had to borrow some heads, so it was a 
little down on power. I would like to 
thank Reno Leoni for his help in 
setting the bike up.” 

Third-placer Schless still had a 
smile, saying, "Once the tires went 
away and started to get greasy, that 
was it. I should have changed them 
before the race, so it's my fault. Plus, 
the frame is cracked in half on the 
main backbone.” 


Stock 


The Stock contest was no contest; 
it was Will Roeder's. The Roeder 
Harley-Davidson/Harley-Davidson, 
Inc./KK Supply/SouthEast Harley- 
Davidson/Sure-Fire-sponsored rider 
took the Stock lead from the start and 
soon obscured himself among the 
Modified riders who had started ahead 
of him. Second place did involve a 





battle; the battle involved Todd Welch 
on a Ducati and Brent Ross on a 
Yamaha. They went back and forth 
for the first seven circuits around the 
course, then late in the race, Ross 
made a move for the runner-up spot 
after trailing Welch through the mid- 
dle laps. It worked and he was second 
across the line when it counted.

With both arms raised, Team Honda's David 
Bailey crossed the finish line in style for the 
win in the Daytona Supercross. Bailey's 
teammate, Bob “Hurricane” Hannah, led 


Bailey through the first three 
laps in the 12-lap final event, 
but a crash left Hannah on the 
DNF list and Bailey paced the 


remaining laps for his first Supercross 
victory of the season. 

Team Yamaha’s Rick Johnson fin- 
ished second, literally inches in front 
of Honda's Johnny O'Mara. John- 
son worked past O'Mara in a whooped 
section on the final lap, but O'Mara 
was determined to win back second 
place before the finish line. In a side- 
by-side finale, the referee's decision 
for the position went to a jubilant 
Johnson. Kawasaki's Jeff Ward came 
out on top of Suzuki's Mark Barnett 
in a battle over fourth. 

The event also served as the open- 
ing round in the AMA Triple Crown 
of Supercross Series. With his win, 
Bailey pulls out of a tie with Ward 
and takes the point lead in the Grand 
National Championship Series, and 
also gets an early point lead in the 
AMA Supercross title chase. 





Heats 


'The format for AMA Supercross 
events reverts back to that used prior 
to 1983, with the top seven riders 
from each of four heat races transfer- 
ring directly to the final event, and 
the eighth through 17th place riders 
going to the semis. Out of the pair of 
semis, the top four transfer to the 
final, with another four positions 
available in the Last Chance Qualifier. 
With the top riders going straight to 
the final from the heats, the semis 
were filled almost entirely with dou- 
ble and triple digit-numbered riders. 
Quarter-finals are not run in this 
format. 


As the pack maneuvered through 
the first corner in the opening heat, 
Hannah immediately jumped to a 
lead over Bailey, Johnson and A.J. 
Whiting. After the first of six laps, 
Hannah continued his charge and 
had moved ahead to a three-second 
lead over Bailey, with Johnson drop- 
ping a bit off the race in third. 
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On the final lap, Rick Johnson slipped past Johnny O'Mara and crossed 
the finish line just inches ahead of the ''O'Show"' for second. 





On lap three, Johnson tightened 
the gap on Bailey, and the duo began 
to move closer to leader Hannah. 
Whiting held fourth, several seconds 
ahead of the battle for fifth between 
Jeff Surwall and Ross Pederson. 

Lap four belonged to Hannah, as 
Bailey and Johnson kept up their 
dice for second. Into lap five, Bailey 
was able to pull out a bit of a cushion 
on Johnson, with Whiting and Ped- 
erson wheel-to-wheel back in fourth. 

With the roar of the crowd behind 
him, the “Hurricane” sailed past the 
checkered flag for the win over Bai- 
ley, Johnson and Pederson, with 
Whiting coming in for fifth. 

The start of the second heat turned 
out as a toss-up between Mark Bar- 
nett and Johnny O'Mara. Barnett 
broke the deadlock on the first tabletop 
jump and moved out to a two bike- 
length lead over O’ Mara, with Flori- 
dians John Reinholt and Kenny Key- 
lon trailing in third and fourth, re- 
spectively. 

On lap two, O’Mara tightened up 
the difference and took up a position 
less than a bikelength behind leader 
Barnett. O'Mara got a better flight 
over the next set of jumps and sailed 
past Barnett for the lead. A quarter 
lap off the pace, Keylon passed Rein- 
holt to lock up third and began to 
pull away. Jim Holley held fifth 
behind Reinholt. 

O'Mara, who was recording some 
of the longest jumps from the ele- 
vated parts of the course, moved out 
to a five-second lead over Barnett by 
the end of lap four, with Keylon 
keeping a distant third over Reinholt 
and Holley. 

Into lap five, O'Mara continued to 
pull away from Barnett, and kept 
that charge up through the final lap 
to net the win by a margin of eight 
seconds over Barnett. Keylon, Rein- 
holt and Holley kept their respective 
positions to round out the top five. 





Team Tamm's Alan King, who 
had put on a good charge in the early 
laps, found himself eliminated from 
action after breaking a rear wheel — a 
malady which struck many other rid- 
ers on the rough course. “I guess I 
landed too hard off that tabletop 
jump," King said. "Finishing 19th 
means I'm done for the day. The guys 
with the factory machinery seem to 
have much less of a problem with 
wheels than those of us running pro- 
duction bikes.” 

Kent Howerton and Broc Glover 
led the rest of the pack in the start of 
the third heat, as Ron Lechien, Greg 
Mayo and Denny Bentley followed 
through the dusty starting area and 
onto the course. Glover passed How- 
erton less than a half lap into the 
contest and began to stretch out a 


: lead. 


Glover continued to run away from 
Howerton on lap two, but Lechien 
was charging in third and rapidly 
closing the gap. Once into the 
whooped section which lined the 
main grandstands, Lechien made his 
move and sailed cleanly past Hower- 
ton to capture second. Bentley held 
fourth over Louisiana-based Scooter 
Stafford. 

On lap four, Glover jetted to a 
more comfortable lead over Lechien, 
with Howerton falling off the pace 
but retaining third over Bentley and 
Stafford. Lechien began to trim 
Glover's lead in the final laps, how- 
ever, but his charge turned out to be 
not quite enough. Glover came 
through with the win by a slim three 
bikelengths ahead of Lechien. How- 
erton finished third, with Bentley 
and Stafford far off the pace to place 
fourth and fifth. 

In the final heat, Jeff Ward led 
Rodney Smith, Billy Liles, Tom Car- 
son and Rick Ryan through the long 
starting area. The order stayed the 
same through the first full lap,then

Liles worked his way past Smith into 
second. 

After two laps, Ward held a 10- 
second lead over Liles, with Smith 
holding third and pulling away from 
Ryan. On lap three, Ward's lead read 
12 seconds over Liles, as Smith held 
off Ryan for third. Keith Bowen was 
fifth ahead of Carson. 

Ward slowed in the final lap with 
his win secure and cruised in for the 
victory, with Liles finishing second 
over Smith. Ryan topped Carson for 
fourth. 


Semis 

Pennsylvania resident Emery Anden 
led the early laps of the first semi, 
with Canadian Terry Hofoss taking 
up second over Matt Mafredi. Late in 
lap three, Hofoss tightened up the 
slack between himself and Anden, 
and the pair engaged in a battle over 
the lead. Hofoss was cleanly out front 
by lap four of the six-lap event and 
began to build up a cushion over 
Anden. Manfredi, Steve Burdette and 
Chris Heisser were involved in a fight 
over third, which fell to Heisser later 
in the lap. 

Hofoss kept his lead for the win 
over Anden, with Heisser holding off 
Burdette for third. 

Eric Hall, who hails from Camas, 
Washington, led Floridian John Col- 
lins and Canadian Doug Hoover in 
the early laps of the final semi. Hale 
pulled away from (Һе battle over 
second between Collins and Hoover 
on lap three, with Georgian Mike 
Cranke holding fourth. 

Hall lost ground to second-place 
Hoover in the closing laps, then 
crashed late in the last lap and handed 
the win to Hoover. Collins finished 
second, with Andy Stacy passing 
Crane just before the finish line to lay 
claim to third. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Team Suzuki's Scott Burnworth 
put on one of the best come-from- 
behind rides of the day to win the 
Last Chance Qualifier. Dallas-based 
Steve Pate led the first five laps of the 
race, while Burnworth was busy pick- 
ing off two and three riders at a time 
after a mid-pack start. By lap three, 
Burnworth was all the way up to 
fourth, then passed Russ Wageman 
to nail third. 

Burnworth jammed into second 
ahead of Greg Mayo with a lap left to 
go, then quickly made up the differ- 
ence on leader Pate with a quarter lap 
remaining and flew past for the lead 
and held on for the win. Mayo and 
Wageman, finishing third and fourth, 
took the last two transfer to the final.

Final 

On the start of the final, Hannah 
appeared destined to repeat his win 
of the event in 1983 by pulling a 
clear-cut holeshot over Ryan, Glover 
and Bailey. Liles went to the outside 
of the corner and got knocked over in 
the shuffle. He remounted his bike 
near the back of the pack. 

Hannah was out front all alone 
less than a half lap into the race, with 
Bailey trailing. Glover, in an attempt 
to catch Bailey, went down hard in a 
berm and O'Mara came through for 
third with Barnett and Johnson fol- 
lowing closely. 

On lap two, Hannah maintained a 
three-second lead over Bailey, with 
O'Mara a few bikelengths back. Bar- 
nett was forced to contend with pres- 
sure from Ward, who had wedged 
himself between Barnett and Johnson. 

Late in lap three, Hannah took a 
very hard fall after running over the 
edge of a berm — a fall that knocked 
him out of contention and caused 
several injuries. Hannah's tuner, 
Brian Lunnis, later explained the 
incident. “There were no haybales 
between the fence and the berm where 
Bob went down," Lunnis said. “Не 
got a little too close to the fence that 
time around and the front brake lever 
on the bike caught the fence. It drove 
him right into the ground hard, and 
messed up his ankle and arm." For an 
update on Hannah's condition, turn 
to the Latest Poop section. 

With Hannah out, Bailey inher- 
ited the lead and began to pull ahead 
of O'Mara. Another few seconds off 
the pace, Barnett, Ward and Johnson 
continued to argue over third. 

On lap five, Ward dropped back to 
fifth behind Johnson and Barnett 
after he overshot a berm. Burnworth 
held sixth over Ryan. 

Bailey led laps six, seven and eight 
as O'Mara fell five seconds off the 
pace. Johnson moved close to O' Mara 
and farther away from Barnett in 
fourth. 

By lap 10, Bailey enjoyed an 11-

second lead over O'Mara and John- 
son, while Ward moved back up to 
challenge Barnett for fourth. Later in 
the lap, Ward made a successful pass 
on Barnett. 

On the final lap, Johnson made his 
move to pass O'Mara with only a 
quarter lap remaining. Johnson 
throttled past for second behind Bai- 
ley, but the race for the runner-up 
position was still not decided. 

Bailey crossed the finish line for 
the win, and only a few seconds later 
Johnson found O'Mara in the air 
beside him as they passed the check- 
ered flag. The nod went to Johnson, 
with Ward finishing fourth over Bar- 
nett, Burnworth and Lechien. 

"I hada good feeling on the start," 
said Bailey, “апа I thought that Bob 
and I would just pull away. Then he 
fell and made it a heck of a lot easier 
for me — he had probably two seconds 
on me then. I feel bad about what 
happened to him, but that's racing. 

“I started relaxing a bit after that, 
and was having trouble with some of 
the corners since they were so dusty. 
O'Mara began to make up the differ- 
ence, but then he fell back a bit. 
When the white flag came out, I felt a 
sigh of relief — all I had to do was to 
keep it on two wheels. I feel great 
about this! I needed a Supercross win 
to get my confidence Баск.” 

"Isaw O'Mara braking too early in 
the final laps," Johnson said, “and I 
knew it was a matter of time before I 
passed him. They had laid logs inside 


z 








of the whoops in that section, and he 
didn't hit them square and got out of 
shape. I went to the right a little 
higher and floated past him. I thought 
I had enough.room on him at the 
finish and he jumped over me. I beat 
him out for second — that's how it 
goes." 

O'Mara explained his view of the 
final laps. "I lost my momentum 
about five laps from the end — I went 
off the track when closing in on Bai- 
ley," O'Mara said, "and things went 
downhill from there. I thought I had 
more of a cushion on Johnson on the 
last lap, but he came into that 
whooped section a little harder and 
got past me. I made up the difference 
right at the end, but I guess it wasn't 
quite good enough.” 

“I got into traffic near the end and 
Ward got by," Barnett said. “1 was 
going to try to get him back, but it 
might have meant landings on top of 
one of the lapped riders that were 
between Ward and myself.” e

Ted Boody withstood the challenges of Grand 
National Champion Randy Goss to win the 
Daytona/Busch Half Mile at Volusia County

Novice Rusty Rogers captured his 
second main event win of the series 
and has already collected most of the 
advancement points he needs to jump 
up into the Junior ranks. 

In the Novice final, Virginian 
Rogers took an early lead with his 
Tex Peel-built Harley-Davidson 500cc 
single, but he then had to fight off 
Indiana's Brad Furlong through the 
last few laps.

Over 1,000 
riders battle at 
16th Annual 
Viewfinders G.P.

RIVERSIDE, CA, MAR. 3-4 


Unlike last year’s mud fest, the the 16th 


annual Viewfinders Grand Prix held at Riv- 


erside International Raceway was held under 
sunny skies and warm temperatures, so 


water trucks were kept busy day 
and night losing a two-day 
battle against dust. Even with 
the dusty conditions, many 
riders commented how well the course 
was laid out and how smooth the race 
was run. But the most unanimous 
expression of the day after complet- 
ing 100 miles of whoops, drop-offs, 
mud holes, off cambers and asphalt 
was, “Мап, that was a blast!" 

The Viewfinders Grand Prix is the 
last 100 mile off-road GP left in the 


28 state, and, according to race director 





Bill McInnis, is the largest GP in the 
world with over a thousand riders 
entered during the two day weekend. 
However, McInnis also added that 
this will probably be the last View- 
finders GP held at Riverside Race- 
way and quite possibly might not be 
run for the next couple of years. The 
reason for this, he said, is that the 
raceway might by closed down within 
the year and the new track will be 
relocated sometime afterwards, so 
when the new raceway is built, the 
chances of more Viewfinder GP’s are 
great.

Saturday 


Honda-mounted Brian Manley was 
the man to beat during Saturday’s 
racing in the 0-175cc Expert class. 
Manley led every lap but it took three 
laps and a pit stop before he knew he 


chad the lead. “I passed Duane Summer 


at Bandini Mountain (a steep drop- 
off), but I thought Mike Baker was out 
in front," said Manley. “So I was try- 
ing to catch him. Everyone was giv- 
ing me the number one sign, but I 
didn’t know why until my first pit 
stop.” 

Baker had a rough first lap when 
his bike seized three times. The first 
time it did it was at the end of River- 
side’s long backstraight, which is a 
paved portion of the track. “I couldn't 
even kick it over,” said Baker. “I just 
sat there for five minutes and every- 
one went by me. Then I got mad and 
kicked it again and it started.”’ 

"It would have been a great race if 
he hadn't seized," said Manley. In- 
stead, Manley cruised home several 
minutes ahead of second-place fin- 
isher Bob Rutten. 

The legendary women's motocross 
star Sue Fish made a triumphant 
comeback today after being seriously 
injured three years ago. Fish blew 
away her competition and passed 
most of the men on the track also. 
Fish crossed the finish line eight 
minutes ahead of last year's winner 
Karen Leitenger. 


Sunday 


Sunday's races featured the big 
bikes — 250cc on up, and after the 
largest class of the day, the 250cc and 
Open Sportsman division with over 
400 riders, the Pros got a chance to 
wage war on the track. By the time 
the Pros, plus the Amateurs, Vets and 
Sidecars, hit the course, (all at the 
same time) the ground was rough, 
dry and fast. 

The first couple of rows on the 
starting grid were lined with some 
first-class talent such as Husky riders 
Dan Ashcraft, Dan Smith and Larry 
Roeseler, Honda's Chuck Miller (on 
a four-stroke) and Craig Adams. And 
a few rows farther back was Satur- 
day's 125cc Pro winner Brian Man- 





ley, aboard a Honda CR250. Any one 
of these riders had a shot at the win, 
so racing promised to be tight. 

On the first lap, the dust was a key 
factor for the front runners, because 
they had a clear view of the track 
while the rest were choked by the 
severe dust in some sections. The 
only place where dust was nonexis- 
tent was at the huge waterhole, and 
that's when the leaders first came into 
view. Holding on to a slim lead over 
Ashcraft was Smith as they sliced 
through the muddy water. Smith 
slowed considerably in the water try- 
ing to keep his all-important goggles 
clean. As the two leaders emerged on 
dry ground, only a couple of seconds 
seperated both Husky pilots. 

During the second go around, 
Smith's lead grew slightly over Ash- 
craft, while Roeseler, who was in 
fifth at the end of the first lap, moved 
into third. Surprisingly, Manley la- 
bored up through the field, easily 
taking care of the big-bore bikes on 
his 250. Manley started to put pres- 
sure on Roeseler halfway through the 
second lap, then gonzoed-it in the 
water hole passing Roeseler. After 
Roeseler came Adams and Miller 
about 15 seconds behind. 

For the next two laps, positions 
remained the same, however, the lead- 
ers became more spread out. By lap 
four, the only position change came 
when Miller “thumped” by Adams 
for fifth. Then Manley had to pit and 
refuel, which cost him one position 
to Roeseler. However, during the 
fifth lap, it was Smith's and Ash- 
craft's turn to refuel and that gave 
Manley, who had already passed and 
pulled away from Roeseler, a clear 
shot at the lead. Both Smith and Ash- 
craft re-entered the race in second and 
third. Miller was on the gas and 
slipped by Roeseler, who was riding 
in quite a bit of pain from a week 
earlier high-speed crash that was 
causing him to slow considerably 
today. 

Up front, Manley stretched his lead 
over Smith and Ashcraft to a little 
over a minute. But during the ninth 
lap, Manley's Honda developed a 
rear flat tire, so he pulled back into 
the pits. Within minutes, Manley 
was back on the track after installing 
a new wheel. This gave the lead back

to Smith and second to Ashcraft, 
while Manley re-entered in third. At 
the same time, Roeseler putted back 
into the pits clutching his side in 
pain and decided to retire from the 
race. "Last week I crashed pretty hard 
and I hurt my side," said Roeseler 
parked in à chair after he pulled off. 
“T think I may have had a hairline 
fracture to one of my ribs going into 
today's race, then I hit a bump real 
hard and I felt something snap 1n my 
side like Imay have broke something, 
and now it hurts a lot more than it 
did." 

On the final lap, Manley started to 
make another bid at the leaders, but 
misfortune struck again when Man- 
ley picked up another rear flat ending 
his bid for the overall. So Smith 
motored on to take the win for the 
second year in a row followed by 
Ashcraft and Miller. Only two min- 
utes separated the top three riders, 
while Adams finished fourth ahead of 
Chuck Stears. “Тї was a bit dusty out 
there," said Smith afterwards. “Butit 
was a lot of fun. I took an early lead 
while Dan (Ashcraft) hung in there 
close, but when we pitted, Manley 
took over the lead and I just followed. 
Unfortunately for Brian, he got a 
couple of flats and that was about it.” 

Honda-mounted Roger Hurd was 
the first rider to take the checkered 
flag in the 250cc/Open Sportsman 
race, that started a little after nine 
O'clock in the morning. Hurd entered 
therace in the Open Novice class and 
ranaway with the win after starting 
on the fourth row. Robert Wethern 
put his big-bore Yamaha into the 
second spot when the two and a half 
hour race came to a close. Doug 
Kriddell, Daniel White and Kevin 
Roseberry finished third through fifth 
overall. .

willingness to go at flat out for sus- 
tained periods, however, Smith does 
not suffer from high-speed malaise. 

Fudpucker and company had con- 
trived a demanding test of skill, pluck 
and endurance — much of the latter. 
The start had 204 racers lined across 
the east end of a dry lake. When the 
green went down, and despite a good 
breeze, the resulting dust looked like 
bombs exploding. About four miles 
out, the racers were steered into an 
area called the mud hills, unlike the 
name, there was no mud today. In- 
stead, where there had been, soft 
ground was now baked into sharp 
ridges that one guy later said were 
harder than Chinese arithmetic! This 
was demanding enough, but maybe as 
entertaining was the 180? return to 
the dry lake where the management 
had cleverly placed a genuine, bona- 
fide motocross course. Tight turns, 
berms, a 10-foot high mini-mountain, 
a stadium type double jump and a 
couple more piles of earth that had 
acrobatic riders getting 10-12 feet of 
air. Smith loved it! He led the pack 
returning from the mud hills and 
around the MX course. Desert ace 
Dan Smith, who teams with Dan 
Ashcraft to have won nearly all the 
desert competition lately, was second 
by about 500 yards, while Larry 
Roesler and Dan Ashcraft followed 
close in third and fourth. 

From the flat lake bed the riders 
went westward into a course engi- 
neered maybe better for tanks and 
half tracks, because of deep sand. 
Along with the sand were miles of 
whoops, tricky ridges, heart-stopping 
downhills and snaky uphill canyons. 
This course was 31 miles around — 
times five! 

The beginning of the second loop 
had Marty Smith leading and Dan 
Smith was second. Roeseler and Ash- 
craft were together in the pits and left 
right behind Smith. Roeseler then 
had some rear suspension problems 
on thesecond lap, followed by a crash 
which took him out of the race. Dan 
Smith, not recovered from the flu, 
had breathing problems and could 








running down Marty Smith to Ash- 
craft, on a 500cc Husky. But not far 
behind was Scot Harden on a 250cc 
Husky and Randy Morales on a 600cc 
Yamaha. Aside from Ashcraft, this 
didn't appear to be a day for big 
bikes. Duane Summers (125cc Cag- 
iva) and Jim Tucker (125cc Honda) 
were creeping through the pack al- 
though not gaining on the leader, 
however, nobody was. It was becom- 
ing a question of just how much 
more Smith would put on the field. 
Fatigue couldn't even catch Smith as 
he made the moto jumps with artistry 
and ease on the last lap. 

A the end of lap four Hardin was 
holding third. Summers, Morales, 
Tucker followed and perennial 
S.C.O.R.E. star Scott Pfeiffer, re- 
covering from a broken wrist, and a 
bad start, had powered his way to 
seventh on a Husky 250. Smith went 
on to take the win ahead of Ashcraft 
and Hardin. 

Arizona's Super Senior Dave Miller 
gave the King race his usual smooth 
and talented ride, as he easily won the 
class. D-38's number one Veteran 
rider Ed Mundy rode to the class win 
after some good racing with Roccy 
Tuggle and Bob Falkenberg. At the 
end it was only 11 guys that made the 
entire five laps. 

How does a guy who doesn't ride 
very much and hardly races put these 
kinds of moves on a stellar group of 
desert racers? “I work out with weights 
three times a week and I run evéry 
day," stated Smith afterwards. Asked 
how herated the course for toughness 
on a one to 10 scale, Smith, after a 
moment said, “а 10 апаа half!" ө

Kenny Roberts 
was a distant second, and Hurley 
Wilvert’s Kawasaki finished third. 
Rounding out the top five were the 
Yamahas of Don Castro and Fin- 
land's Teuvo Lansivuori.

To many, a big-bore liquid-cooled enduro 
bike just didn’t make much sense. But then 
the people at Husqvarna think it does. And 
with their successful enduro and desert racing 


background, who’s to argue? 


So now we have the new Husq- 
varna WR400 water-cooled 
ISDE replica from Sweden. But 
why water-cooled — especially a big- 
bore woods bike? Even the Japanese 
manufacturers, who like to experi- 
ment with a wide variety of innova- 
tions, haven’t bothered with Open 
class water-pumpers, not even on 
their motocrossers. Except for a few 
Japanese works bikes оп the world 
and National motocross circuits, for 





the public, big-bore water-cooling is 
a ways down the road. 

Husky introduced its WR400 late 
last year at the 1983 International Six 
Days Enduro in Wales, and they 
couldn't have been more pleased with 
the results when Sven-Erik Jonsson, 
aboard the new WR400, turned in the 
overall best score. But to a normal, 
weekly woods rider, does that mean 
the liquid-cooled Husky is a practi- 
cal investment? Well, we had a chance 
to spend a day on the WR400 and we 
were surprised with our findings. 








First of all, visually, the changes to 
the WR400 over last year's WR430 are 
quite obvious, and, of course, the 
most obvious is the addition of two 
radiators and loss of cylinder fins. 
And second, both on this bike and the 
air-cooled WR500, Husky finally 
opted for a plastic gas tank that holds 
2.8 gallons of gas instead of steel 
tanks used during past years. Overall, 
the Husky is very stylish with its 
glossy white frame, tank and fenders 
plus its blue and white seat. The WR 
is the prettiest motorcycle on the dirt. 

Starting the WR we found a nice 
surprise in that Husky finally changed 
its pretzel-shaped kickstarter for a 
straight design which is much easier 
to use. But since the Husky starts so 
easy, you won't be using it all that 
much. The Hoosk always started on 
the first or second kick which is a 
benefit since the starter is still on the 
left side, so standing alongside the 
bike is still in order. However, the 
lever is a little too tall, so to reduce 
knee bending, it is best to find a hill, 
large rock or a milk crate to stand on. 

The WR sounds healthy when it 
fires to life and it should pass sound 
tests without any problems. In addi- 
tion to the lack of fin noise, the 
Husky is muffled quite well and the 
silencer/spark arrestor is easily re- 
buildable. Thanks to the water-cool- 
ing, the Husky is cold-blooded and 
takes a long time to warm up. You 
have to putt around on it for at least 
five minutes before the throttle can be 
effectively applied, but when the 
Hoosk is hot and ready to go, so can 
you.

Even though the WR400 has been 
dropped 30cc over last year's machine 
and 88cc from the WR/XC/CR500, 
the 400 has an abundance of power. 
From idle on up, the Husky sends up 
a huge roost whenever the throttle is 
twisted. The WR thrives down low 
and has plenty of torque, but the best 
part about the motor is that it doesn't 
really feel like a big-bore. Instead, it 
revs more like a 250 with the grunt of 
a 500. 

According to Husky, the WR400 
actually pulls stronger than its XC500 
Cross Country brother, and we don't 
doubt that one bit. Husky attributes 
all that power to the liquid cooling, 
which they claim permits them to use 
higher compression and tighter pis- 
ton/cylinder clearance without the 
danger of seizures. Plus, they also feel 
the water cooling is more reliable for 
weekly racers because the piston and 
rings will last much longer than in 
the air-cooled models. However, a 
well-placed rock can easily destroy a 
radiator in a simple fall, so there are 
two ways to look at this reliability 
theory. 

The only problem we encountered 
with the motor was that the 38mm 
Mikuni carburetor wasn't quite jet- 
ted up to snuff. The Husky rana little 
too rich on top, but if we had stayed 
off the bike long enough to correct 
the problem, Husky reps said all we 
would have to do would be to lower 
the needle one notch, and we were 
assured the problem would go away. 

On very tight and winding trails, 
the WR was a cinch to handle — no 
matter how slow the going got. It

turns well; actually, it almost turned 
too good. At first we had a tendency 
to oversteer so the front end seemed a 
little unstable, but after a few miles 
that little annoyance goes away once 
you get used to it. 

Husqvarna is one of the very few 
manufacturers that rely on a dual 
shock system that they initial the 
ITC. There is a reason for this set up 
and that is because it works — well. 
But it isn’t the best. Out of the crate, 
like the one we rode, the rear suspen- 
sion worked very nice; landing off 
large jumps, 11.8 inches of travel 
soaked up the touchdowns smoothly, 
but later on in the day after the shocks 
began to break in and soften, the 
Cadillac ride disappeared slightly, 
especially over large whoops in fifth 
or sixth gear. Sometimes the back end 
would swap to the side, but it wasn’t 
anything we couldn’t live with. A 
simple adjustment could curve the 
problem, but we didn't have the 
chance to find out. 

Up front, the Husky-made forks 
worked typically well, but it to had 
some quirks. Every now and then, the 
front end would twitch sharply in 
your hands over a series of whoops, 
but like the shocks, it wasn't too bad 
and simple dialing in could be the 
answer. The fork travel is a little over 
10 and a half inches. 

"Throughout the day, we had plenty 
of chances to abuse the clutch. We did 
so in narrow, twisting sandwashes, 
stuck halfway up steep hills and by 
just plain shifting. We were pleased 
to discover that the clutch held up 
without any hint of problems. 

Buried within the cases is a six- 
speed transmission designed for every 
occasion. Shifting is precise whether 
or not the clutch is used, and the 
Hoosk never slipped out of gear. 

The brakes on the WR worked very 
well and hada positive feel. A double- 
leading-shoe brake graced the front 
wheel which is the next best thing to 
discs. Unfortunately, we never had a 
chance to see how well they worked 
in water. 

The WR is very light, and it even 
feels that way. Husky claims the WR 
weighs in at 237 pounds which seems 
about right. Since the WR is so light, 
it is super easy to throw around, even 
when stuck on a hill or in ravines. 
The overall feel of the machine is an 
illusion — it doesn't feel like an 
Open-class enduro bike, which means 
that fatigue will take longer to set in 
during lengthy enduros or desert races. 
The bar/peg/seat relationship is a 
comfortable one, which also helps 
reduce fatigue. However, the left side 
panel is a nuisance because it sticks 
out so far over the pipe, and not only 
that, it snags to the top of your boot, 
which will drive you crazy after a 
while. 

Even though we only spent one 
day on the WR400, we were very 
impressed with the package and were 
sad to see it go. It would have been 
great if we could have kept the WR 
foraloner period of time to see how 
well the Husky performed after a few 
hundred miles of sand, rocks, mud 
and logs. But with Husqvarna's past 
record, and from what we could tell, 
the WR will most likely hold up well. 

The WR isn't cheap, and at a sug- 
gested retail price of $3195, it had 
better be good. Luckily, it is worth 
every penny, even for a non-serious 
woods rider. But if you can afford one 
of these charms, you better act quick 
because Husky plans to market the 
WR400 in limited numbers and ex- 
pects to release them in mid-March. 
We have not had the chance yet to 
ride any other 1984 enduro bikes this 
year, so it wouldn't be fair to say it is 
the best big-bore enduro bike in 1984, 
but it would be safe to say the WR400 
will be a very, very tough act to fol- 
low. a

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Curt Comer 
Fulfilling a dream 


By Gary Van Voorhis 


Observed trials rider Curt Comer has har- 
bored a dream for nearly 10 years that is now 
set to come true. Comer flew to England on 
February 15 to get ready for an intense three 


months which will see the 26- 
year-old native of Alabama con- 
test the first six rounds of the 
World Championship Observed 
Trials Series in Europe plus the pres- 
tigious Scottish Six Day Trials. Upon 
his return to the U.S. on May 15, 
Comer will find little time to relax as 
he prepares for the U.S. and Cana- 





dian World Championship rounds 
as well as launching a title winning 
challenge in the AMA/NATC Na- 
tional Championship Observed Trials 
Series. If it sounds like a hectic sched- 
ule, it is. However, to Comer it is a 
dream come true. 

Observed trials is a sport where 
finesse, patience and a keen sense of 
balance are key attributes rather than 








gut-wrenching speed as in road rac- 
ing or the berm-busting style of MX. 
As such, it has never received a great 
amount of recognition in America 
compared with its status in Europe. 
Therefore, a rider must head across 
the pond if he is to make a name for 
himself and even then it can be no 
guarantee of success in his home 
country. Bernie Schreiber won Amer- 
ica's first World Championship title 
in 1979 and then added the first 
American win (1982) in the Scottish 
Six Day Trials. He is far better known 
on the continent than he is in his 
home state of California. 

Comer has paid his dues and spent 
the better part of the past six seasons 
arranging his life and his jobs around 
trials training. He spent time in Eng- 
land in 1981 working in a bike shop 
and riding as often as possible to 
gather experience. More recent employ- 
ment included working for Cosmo- 
politan Motors, the Montesa impor- 
ter, and a stint as a manufacturer's 
rep selling accessory lines. “I learned 
something from every job," says 
Comer, “and I enjoyed each one. I did 
what I had to do to continue riding 
trials. 





“I got my first taste of World Cham- 
pionship competition in 1978 in the 
U.S. round in Pennsylvania. I fin- 
ished sixth overall, my best champion- 
ship placing to date, which put me 
18th in the point standings at the end 
of the year. I rode the Italian round 
the next year and have ridden a total 
of seven events in Europe witha 13th 
in the 1982 West German event my 
best finish outside North America.” 

These fleeting tastes of the ulti- 
mate competition were the spark 
which kept the fire burning in Comer 
as he pursued his goal of organizing a 
sponsorship package/ program w hich 
would allow him to ride a full World 
Championship season or as near as 
he could come to one. The end result 
is to be a personal evaluation of his 
skill and talent against the best in the 
world. 

Comer’s stateside accomplishments 
include winning the AMA/NATC 
title in 1981. He was ranked number 
three the past two seasons. His per- 
sonal timetable had called for him to 
head to Europe last year, but “finan- 
ces and other things got in the way" 
and he didn't make the trip. 

Rule changes and the obtaining of 
asolid sponsorship put Comer on the 
right track for this year. “Опе of the 
major reasons I decided to make a full 
scale attempt this year,” said Comer, 
“was the FIM's changing of the way 
points are paid out. Instead of going 
to the top 10 finishers as in past sea- 
sons, they now go to the top 15 which 
gives an up and coming rider or one 
who doesn't have the benefit of a 
huge support program a better chance 
of scoring in every round. In addi- 
tion, the scheduling is better this year 
with the first six rounds running over 
seven weeks so a rider like me can 
make all of them on just one trip to 
Europe. 

“Another plus is that Michelin 
should have their special "sticky" 
compound tires available to all riders 
because of an apparent threat by the 
FIM to ban the tires if they aren't 
available. That was also a major 
point in my decision-making, since a 
rider on production tires has little 
chance of being competitive with a 
rider who is running a special com- 
pound." 

Comer's plans had come to some- 
what of a standstill late last year and 
it looked as though he would have to 
postpone his dream another time. 
Then “Santa Claus" came early. 

"It was almost like Christmas came 
early," said Comer of a phone call be 
received in December from Can-Am's 
Jeff Smith, who is in charge of the 
company's competition program in 
the U.S. “Jeff told me Can-Am was 
releasing a trials bike in the U.S. and 
they wanted to get it out in front of 
the public and create some interest 
for their dealers. I was offered the job 
of riding the bike and things began 
rolling from there. 

“Му deal is for bikes and parts plus 
help with entry fees and travel 
expenses. Initially, I'll be basing 
myself out of Lancashire, England, 
when I first get there. It's the same 
place I stayed and worked in when I 
was in England in 1981. The town is 
a20-minute drive from the Armstrong 
factory which now manufactures all 
of Can-Am's bikes. The only real dif- 
ference between the Can-Am and the 
Armstrong is the paint scheme and 
some detailing. 

“For the Scottish I'll be a member 
of Armstrong's manufacturer's team 
so my expenses and such are covered 
there. I really enjoy riding the Six 
Day because it's such an interesting 
event. Every day isa challenge because 
you never ride the same section twice. 
I rode the event in 1982 and was in the 
top 20 going into day five. I had some 
tire troubles and that cost me a few 
positions. Then, on Saturday, the 








final day, I had an early starting 
number and that really hurt me. I 
dropped to 31st at the finish. I was 
very disappointed because I know I 
could have finished in the top 20." 

Comer will be teamed with British 
Trials Champion Steve Saunders and 
another English rider, Howard Jack- 
man. 

“Tf I do well in the first six cham- 
pionship rounds as well as the Amer- 
ican and Canadian rounds then my 
plans are to go back to contest the 
final four events as long as they don’t 
conflict with the American Champion- 
ship rounds. My main goal is to 
regain the American title from Bernie 
Schreiber. I won the title in 1981 and 
have been third ranked the past two 
seasons. 

"In a way this trip will be a dream 
come true. I’ve been trying to put 
together a solid program for the past а WR A ^ a

championship rounds. The travel,

The proven formula for a competitive 250cc 
motocross bike in the mid-80s is a mind- 
boggling one. Engineers generally have to 
follow an accepted group of precedents: the 


engine must most certainly be 
liquid-cooled, and offer excel- 
lent low-end, mid-range and 
top-end performance; suspen- 
sion at both ends must be the most 
technically advanced systems avail- 
able, and offer a minimum of 12 
inches of supple travel; braking sys- 
tems must stop the bike on the pro- 
verbial dime, yet require a minimum 
of effort from the rider; and the entire 
package should weigh in at under 
100 kilograms (220 pounds). With 
the 1984 250 MX, KTM has fully met 
all of those standards and possibly 
even created more of its own. 
Refinement is the name of the game 
for the middle class motocrosser in 
the KTM line. The liquid-cooled ver- 
sion of the machine was introduced 
in '83 and was greeted by mostly 
excellent reviews, which resulted in 
bikes disappearing from showrooms 
in quick order — KTM was not able 
~to meet all of the requests for the bike. 
Kronrief Trunkenpolz Mattighofen, 
named for the founders of the com- 
pany and their location — Mattig- 
hofen, Austria — ‘instructed’ their 





engineers and technicians to take 
another trip around the machine to 
keep the finished product at the fore- 
front of the class. And with the range 
of small improvements the bike is 
likely to be in short supply again. 

The engine has been carried over 
from last year’s model intact, and it 
follows the accepted practice for a 
state-of-the-art 250cc mill. In addi- 
tion to water-cooling, it has reed 
valve induction and cases shrunk to 
the extreme—it’s a very compact pack- 
age. KTM doesn't apply paint to the 
cases or cylinder, and with the coarse 
finish on the finless cylinder and 
head you get works machinery appear- 
ance. 

KTM has also followed the trend 
toward fewer transmission speeds on 
250cc bikes. There wasa time when a 
machine without six speeds was con- 
sidered unusual, but the standard is 
now five. In KTM's case, transmis- 
sions have always been a strong point, 
and with fewer cogs there is room for 
beefier gears. Expect a trouble-free 
performance here. 

Jetting specifications inside thé 
Bing carburétor have been slightly 





modified to provide foran even crisper 
running power plant. The carb draws 
its air from under the seat through an 
oiled foam filter. The filter is easily 
removed for cleaning by pulling the 
seat.

There is one thing to watch out for 
with water-cooled dirt bikes — they 
may do their job too well. KTM tech- 
nical services manager Mike Rosso 
warns of a possible fate — be careful 
of cold seizures in temperatures under 
40 degrees, and be sure to give the 
bike sufficient time to warm to oper- 
ating temperature before motoring 
away. In the case of the КТМ, Rosso 
recommends approximately one to 
two-thirds of the total radiator cool- 
ing surface be blocked off when the 
bike is ridden in sub-40 degree temp- 
eratures. 

Orange-colored chromemolyb- 
denum steel frames have become a 
KTM trademark over the years, and 
with the removable rear frame sec- 
tion — an idea first used in modern 
times by KTM and copied by other 
manufacturers — we could find no 
fault in the finished product. Pro- 
Lever (Progressive Leverage) is the 
name given to the single-shock rear 
suspension that lives behind that 
frame section. A nice feature of the 
shock linkage is grease fittings, allow- 
ing for simple preventative mainte- 
nance in this critical area. 

The latest version of the Dutch- 
made White Power shock is fastened 
into the heart of the system. The most 
visible change from last year’s model 
is the addition of an integral nitrogen 
reservoir, eliminating several ounces 
with the lack of an external oil line 
and the accompanying mounting 
hardware. In addition to simplifying 
shock removal, you will also find the 
rebuilding process easier, since 
external reservoirs complicate the task. 

Also new are the compression and 
rebound adjusters. You can now 
adjust them by hand, and they have 
numbered click stops for quick refer- 
ence. The compression damping knob 
is located atop the reservoir and eas- 
ily reached, with a similar knobat the 
base of the shock body to alter the 
rebound qualities. 

The swingarm has undergone a 
major revamping. It begins life as an 
aluminum extrusion, then is welded 
together and heat treated for maxi- 
mum strength. The location of the 
Pro-Lever pivot points on the arm 
are slightly different, resulting in a 
revised leverage curve for better overall 
suspension performance. The spring 
rate has also increased slightly. The 
system yields a full 330mm of travel, 
slightly less than 13 inches. 

Front suspension is provided by 
Marzocchi, in the PA 40 SL version, 
with 40mm tubes. The uppermost 
portion of the tubes are knurled for a 
better grip in the triple clamps, 
prompted by complaints from owners 
of the '83 model concerning excessive 
fork flex. Open class machines in the 
KTM line get the White Power 
inverted fork. 

Disc brakes are also becoming more 
or less a standard on MX machinery, 
but KTM decided to stick with double- 
leading-shoe units — front and rear. 
The front is activated by a plastic- 
lined cable, while the full-floating 
rear stopper is rod-activated. 

Nearlyall of the plastic components 
have been reshaped for '84, from the 
gas tank to the rear fender. KTM has 
abandoned the practice of molding 
the side number plates into the rear 
fender — the accepted European prac- 
tice — and reverted to a pair of separate 
side panels to handle the number- 
hanging chores. 

As you can see, KTM pretty much 
followed the book with the 250 MX. 
But how well does it work? From our 
experience, very well indeed. 

After filling the tank with the recom- 
mended 40:1 mixture of gas and two- 
stroke oil, the bike easily came to life 
after oneor two kicks — quite supris- 
ing considering the extremely short 
length of the kick starter. Onceon the 
track, the first thing we noticed was

power plant—is to call it extremely 
effective. Even with the slightest 
throttle openings, you can tell this 
thing is ready for anything: you can 
throw at it. The byword is strong, all 
the way from the'bottom of the power 








band to the top. But the top counts 
for a lot in the competitive world of 
motocross, and the KTM shines even 
more brightly in that department. 
Call it quick or call it fast — the KTM 
can easily wear both hats. And it’s not 
an uncontrollable type of power, but 
can be easily metered with the right 
hand. 

A nice touch which serves to quiet 
the bark of the motor is an effective 
aluminum silencer, and it is easily 
rebuildable to boot. Simply remove 
three 6mm fasteners and the entire 
unit comes apart. 

We were hard pressed to find any 
real faults in the handling. The light 
weight makes for nimble, spot-on 
maneuvering. Tires are by Metzeler, 
which enhance the handling qualities. 

Overall, the bike is extremely nar- 
row and the exhaust system is tucked 
in very well for a liquid-cooled 
machine, making it easy for the rider 
to move around when on the gas. The 
shortened gas tank and safety seat 
combination allow the rider to plant 
his weight far forward when needed, 
а nice feature for tall bikes such as the 
KTM when throttling through tighter 
corners. 

We left all the suspension settings 
on the rear end in the middle posi- 
tions, just as they came from the fac- 
tory, and also left the front end alone. 
Those settings worked great under 
nearly all conditions. We never felt a 
need to change anything — basically 
a ride-it-and- -lorget-itsetup. We’ d like 
to see KTM equip the 250MX with the 
inverted fork. It's not that the standard 
fork doesn't work well enough, 
because it does; the problem is that 
we've had a chance to sample the 
inverted unit on another KTM, and it 
appears to function even better. 

Bringing the bike to a stop couldn't 
be easier thanks to the potent brakes 
on both ends. The performance of the 
front unit is on nearly the same level 
as a disc, and is much less vulnerable 
to damage. Compared to the front 
brake on '84 Husqvarnas, another 
double-leading-shoe design, the KTM 
version is superior yet lighter due to 
the smaller diameter. The rear brake 
has a strong, predictable feel, and the 
toothed pedal allows for a positive 
stab under most conditions. Keep 
both brakes clean and you should 
have no problem in this area. 

While everything seemed to work 
well in our test sessions, we thought 
it might be meaningful to get the 
opinion of a racer who had spent 
much more time aboard a 250 MX. 
Barry Higgins, motocrosser, hare 
scrambler and owner of H & H KTM 
in Mableton, Georgia, logged many 
hours of heavy competition on his 
personal machine. “Its a fast 
machine, and from what Гуе seen it's 
every bit as fast or faster around an 
MX course than any other bike in the 
class—including the Honda CR. The 
brakes are good, and the front is good 
enough to send you over the bars if 
you're not careful," said Higgins. 
“As far as reliability, I've yet to have 
even the slightest problem, and all 
I've done is routine maintenance 
between races. The suspension is right 
in there, but I noticed a stiff spot in 
the middle of the compression stroke 
in the rear. With a valving change, 
that problem might go awa 

Taken as a complete pac kage, it's 
hard to find a single major problem 
on the 250 MX. You're not giving up 
anything by choosing the KTM over 
thec urrent crop of Oriental machinery 
— it’s that good. The overall quality 
of components on the machine tend 
to offset the additional $300 you'll 
have to shell out over the Japanese 
bikes before you can call it your own. 
Better shop early if you decide on 
one, before your KTM dealer's show- 
room floor becomes void of this most

Motocourse 1983-84 
Published by 

Hazelton Publishing 
Edited by Peter Clifford 
Hardbound, 192 pages, 
$36.95 


The eighth edition of Moto- 
course lives up to the editions 
which preceded it. In other 
words, it’s an indispensable 
chronicle of the past season’s major 
road races. At the same time, it’s more 
than a chronicle in that the editor, 
Cycle News contributor Peter Clif- 
ford, gives us more than just a race- 
by-race account of the season. He 
gives us his annual “top ten” and 
technical review of the machinery 
used in GP racing. If you're the least 
bit interested in road racing, you 
know who heads Clifford's top ten 
list. Some of the others named might 
surprise you. The tech reviews cover 
machinery ranging from Fast Fred- 
die Spencer's title winning Honda 
NS500 to the carbon-framed Arm- 
strong 250. 

As has been the case with each edi- 
tion of Motocourse, the photography 
is superb. With the emphasis on the 
color photography of Don Morley, 
you're guaranteed a book that will 
become dog-eared if you don't keep 
your friends' mitts off of it. 

Former Cycle News editor John 
Ulrich, who spent the ’83 season as 
the executive editor of Cycle World 
when not out leading Team Hammer 
to the WERA Endurance Road Race 
Series championship, again provides 
us with a chapter on the American 
road race scene. Ulrich's words deserve 
praise, but the lack of even a single 
photo from the exciting '83 Daytona 
200 is a glaring omission. 

What makes the '88 Motocourse 
outstanding is tied in with what 
made the '83 GP season so interesting: 
the battle between the new World 
Champion, Freddie Spencer, and 
three-time, World Champion Kenny 
Roberts. Their season long battle 
receives the attention it deserves and 
the documentation appears to have 
received tender loving care equal to 
the attention given to the two racers' 
machinery. 

Eddie Lawson's first year on the 
GP trail is also well documented and 
there's a two-page photo of Lawson 
that just might be the best in the 
book. Randy Mamola, who had a 
disappointing season (for just about 
anyone else the year would have been 
a success), receives his share of photos 
and is ranked fourth on Clifford's top 
ten list. 

The following by Freddie Spencer 
in the book's foreword is echoed by 
me: ‘I congratulate the many people 
who spent numerous hours and 
months making Motocourse the suc- 
cess that it is.”

White &3 wild middleweight 


By Tom Kolnowski 


The off-road rider looking to purchase a 
quarter-liter enduro bike in 1984 will find 
only a handful of woods-wise machines to 
choose from. With the introduction of the 


250 ASE (Air-cooled, Single- 
shock, Enduro), Can-Am proves 
that while your selection may 
be somewhat limited, excellent 
choices are nonetheless available. 
Oriental manufacturers, with the 
exception of Kawasaki, have com- 
pletely abandoned the 250cc two- 
stroke enduro segment of the off-road 
market. Continental Europe serves as 
the source of nearly every other 
machine of that description, with the 
only remaining choice — Can-Am 
—originating in Britain. Britain? 
Traditionally, Can-Ams have been 
manufactured in Valcourt, Quebec, 
Canada, by their parent company, 
Bombardier. While the assembly lines 
in Valcourt continue to dispense 
snowmobiles, the entire motorcycle 
production concern has been subcon- 
tracted to an English firm, Armstrong. 
You'll find the same power plant 


ж that has graced Can-Ams since their 
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inception — the rotary-valved Rotax 
mill, which originates in Austria — 
in the frame of the Armstrong-manu- 
factured version. Armstrong tech- 





nology, which includes a frame 
designed around single-shock rear 
suspension, has moved Can-Am up a 
notch in the enduro marketplace. 
The 250 ASE is venturing into 
waters traditionally dominated by 
other white-colored machines — spe- 
cifically Husqvarna and KTM — and 
comes stock ready to do battle. Can- 
Am's development rider, John Mar- 
tin, rode a prototype version of the 
machine in National Enduro compe- 
tition in 1983, and his recommenda- 
tions were incorporated into the pro- 
duction version. The end result is a 
nearly complete package, and all you 


really need to add for competition is 


some type of enduro clock or com- 
puter. 

The frame, manufactured from thin- 
walled, large-diameter Reynolds 531 
chrome molybdenum steel, is a state- 
of-the-art design incorporating a twin 
downtube configuration and a remov- 
able rear frame section. 

Can-Am’s adaptation of the single- 
shock, rising-rate, rear suspension 
theme is. called Quad Link, named 
for the four basiclinkage components 











that comprise the system. If you have 
spent any amount of time maintain- 
ing a single shock system without a 
removable rear frame section, you'll 
find the Can-Am setup much easier 
to work on. 

Nestled into the heart of the system 
is a White Power shock, equipped 
with fully adjustable rebound and 
compression damping, as well as 
external spring preload. A remote 
nitrogen reservoir, also adjustable, 
mounts to the left of the shock on an 
outer member of the rear frame 
section. 

The familiar 40mm orange-legged 
Marzocchi fork adorns the front end, 
in yet another improved version. It 
has a redesigned damping system, 
dubbed Piffero, as well as Teflon 
bushings and air assist. 

We could find little fault in the 
suspension, both front and rear, in 
the woods habitat. Our test riders, 
both in the 160-pound weight range, 
felt completely comfortable on the 
machine with all suspension adjust- 
ments set to the median position and 
shock spring preload at the stock 
setting. 

We were not, however, completely 
satisfied with brake performance. The 
front unit, a basic single-leading- 
shoe design, performed well enough 
to keep us out of trouble most of the 
time, even with a lack of firm feel at 
thelever. We did appreciate the plastic 
sleeve which limes the brake cable, 





which should make the cable last 
much longer. 

On paper, the rear brake has a lot 
going for it. A non-floating design is 
completely acceptable for an enduro 
machine, and allows for a quick- 
detach wheel assembly. Can-Am 
devised a tongue-type system to pre- 
vent the brake from rotating, which 
very nicely slides into place on the 
swingarm when the wheel is replaced. 
We found a moderate amount of 
stopping power available when the 
brake was dry, so long as we took a 
healthy stab at the brake pedal. In the 
wet — an almost unavoidable condi- 
tion for Eastern enduros — rear brak- 
ing power goes away quickly and 
returns slowly. Also lacking is a ser- 
rated edge on the brake pedal, com- 
pounding the problem in soggy going. 

The rubber wrapped around the 
gold-anodized Akront rims is a Ger- 
man delight — terrain-grabbing 
Metzelers. Another nice touch, indi- 
cating an enduro rider had input to 
the design, are the snail cam chain 
adjusters on the rear. 

Riding through пел woods sec- 
tions demands the rider be as far for- 
ward as possible, and that is easily 
accomplished due to the tank/safety 
seat design. Also adding to rider com- 
fort are the handlebars, which come 
standard at a nearly ideal width of 30 
inches. They have a shorter-than- 
usual crossbar width, meaning you 
can easily trim a few inches off either

Overall, the Roost-D-Flector is 
comfortable to wear because it doesn't 
restrict movement and is light and 
cool.

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side of the bars for work in extremely 
tight terrain. Residing atop the upper 
triple clamp is a very nice odometer, 
fitted with large digits for maximum 
readability when making time in the 
woods. 

The 248cc Rotax engine is basic- 
ally the same as we've seen in pre- 
vious Can-Am 250s and incorporates 
primary kick. starting. Threading 
between the trees we found an abun- 
dance of torque, allowing us to scoot 
from tree to tree without shifting in 
most cases — a nice trait for an 
enduro bike. These rotary-valved 
motors have always put out a healthy 
dose of top-end power, and we were 
able to gobble up stretches of open 
terrain with ease. A nice all-around 
motor for the off-road rider. We would 
drop down one tooth on the counter- 
shaft sprocket — from a 15 to a 14 — 
for lower overall gearing and better 
performance in tight terrrain. 

Once the engine is brought to life 
after a kick or two, you'll notice a 
relatively low noise level emitted from 
the exhaust system. Once under way, 
the noise never gets to a level we 
would consider annoying, either as a 
rider or a passerby. An Answer alum- 
inum silencer/spark arrester keeps 
you forest-legal and gets most of the 
credit for a lack of decibels. 

The air box houses а large foam 
filter and is reached for service by 
removing a trio of slotted screws. The 
rotary valve intake system dictates a 
farther rearward carburetor position, 
and in order to connect the carb to the 
air box a rather elaborate intake boot 
design was called for. While we were 
happy with this slick, sculptured 
design from an artistic point of view, 
it would be nice if it didn't butt right 
up against the shock spring. Keep an 









eye on it. 1 

A dry weight of 227 pounds places 
the Can-Am squarely between the 
KTM MXC and Husqvarna WR, 
which tip the scales at 217 and 238, 
respectively. With the large diameter 
frame tubing, the Can-Am gives the 
impression of being a somewhat 
heavier machine than the figures 
indicate, yet it felt quite light when 
on the gas in the woods. We placed 
the bike on a scale, with approxi- 
mately two gallons of pre-mix in the 
plastic tank and in ready-to-ride trim, 
and came up with a very believable 
figure right near the 250-pound mark. 

The Can-Am does its intended job 
very well, specifically when traver- 
sing the type of woods terrain where 
the rider has to continually make 
precise direction changes. Missing a 
cue while running flat out through 
the forest can easily spell an end to 
your fun. The machine is up to the 
task of tree-dodging, and the rider 
need only adda bit of body English as 
required to keep the bike on the trail. 

But when it comes time to put a 
foot down, you may be left pawing 
for air, since the bike is a bit on the 
tall side. That’s the price you have to 
pay for 12-inch suspension, but we'll 
gladly pay the tab for increased com- 
fort and ground clearance. When you 
get into rocky terrain more benefits 
come your way, with fewer smashed 
toes, exhaust systems and engine cases. 
The 38-inch saddle height actually 
goes unnoticed until you are forced 
to take a dab. 

Deep water crossings present no 
problem with the Can-Am, aside from 
rendering the rear brake relatively 
ineffective. The air box intake, located 
beneath the surface of the seat bot- 
tom, is well-baffled to prevent the 





entry of moisture or other foreign 
material. 

The Can-Am is one of a diminish- 
ing breed of dirt bikes that come 
equipped with a reasonable tool kit. 
Wrapped in a plastic roll-up pouch, 
the tools are of high quality and go 
far beyond the customary spark plug 
wrench. You'll find an assortment of 
allen wrenches as well as screwdrivers, 
sockets and a large double-ended 
wrench suitable for chain adjustment. 
The package will likely find a home 
in the fanny pack of every owner. 

As a total package, the 250 ASE

works well enough to be seriously 
considered as a threat to the domi- 
nance of Swedish and Austrian iron. 
'The motor stands out as probably the 
most friendly yet powerful prime 
mover in the class, with suspension 
and handling right in there with the 
other machines. It also has a collec- 
tion of enduro-specific features sur- 
passed by no other off-road bike. 
We feel the Can-Am 250 ASE is a 
worthy choice among the current 
crop of 250cc enduro machinery. With 
an improved braking system, it could 
be a great choice. е

in 1984, switched to the 500cc class 
after arriving in Europe in late Feb- 
ruary. Bill Buchka, who has handled 
the tuning chores for LaPorte in his 
GP efforts, has reportedly left the 
motorcycle industry.

His intended 
goal? To compete in the Iron Man 
competition (an event that com- 
bines swimming, running and bicyc- 
ling) in Hawaii in 1986. While no 
longer racing MX, Bell has been 
busy at Supercross events this 
season doing commentary for cable 
TV station WTBS. 


At their meeting on February 15,

Vreeke wails at 
ARRA at Willow

ROSAMOND, CA, MAR. 4 

It was a toss up among know- 
ledgeable observers before the 
second American Road Racing 
Association’s Willow Springs 
750cc Superbike race as to who the 
eventual winner might be, but most 
agreed that it would go between Jim 
Vreeke and Earl Roloff. And that’s 
exactly the way the race went. Vreeke 
took the holeshot, but Roloff was on 
Vreeke’s tail keeping his dust from 
hitting the trail. Vreeke piloted his 
Ontario Moto Tech-sponsored Kawa- 
saki GPz750 with the only mods hav- 
ing been improved brakes, CR carbs, 
slicks and wheels. Roloff had Yoshi- 
mura engine work, but rode on street 
Dunlop Elites and stock brakes. 

After eight laps Vreeke and Roloff 
were no further apart than at the 
beginning, despite Roloff's tires hav- 
ing melted by the end of the race. 
With consistent one minute, 33-se- 
cond lap times, Vreeke took the trophy 
(and the $300 prize money) from 
Roloff's grasp. 

"I knew he was breathing down 
my neck," Vreeke commented after- 
wards. “І can't believe he was going 
that fast on street tires.” 

Roloff remarked “I thought I had 
him at the end, but I was in fourth 
gear at eleven grand and it hesitated a 
bit. I think I might have nicked a 
valve."

ank Mazur retired with a flat tire in 








the fourth lap, was 42-year-old crazy 
man Denny “Freeway” Fryer riding 
his ancient Advance Machine-spon- 
sored Honda to the last paying posi- 
tion. “I wish I could have gotten 
closer to them (Vreeke and Roloff) 
and gone to college” stated Fryer. 
“Following them is an education.” 

Fourth place was debated between 
Jay Tanner, piloting Harry Klinz- 
mann's ‘83 Suzy Superbike, Ken “Ар- 
plesauce” Aplanalp, Tom Chastain 
and Bob Reinen: Tanner crossed 
only slightly ahead of Applesauce, 
Reinen and Chastain, respectively. 

Roloff was out again in the next 
race, the 750cc-Open Production, (on 
his other 750cc Kawasaki) and after 
grabbing the lead, downshifted to 
first going into turn three instead of 
third, and went off in the dirt. But, 
due to his many years of dirt track 
experience, he just waited until all 
was clear and gassed it, although, by 
that time, he rejoined the race in last 
place. But he then put on the most 
dazzling display of riding as he passed 
eight riders in the next half-lap, and 
continued at that pace to move up to 
fourth place by the fifth lap. Each lap 
he moved closer to the leaders — 
Mark Shelton, Bob Reinen and Bill 
Davidson. But at the end, he was still 
in fourth, and, when Shelton was 
disqualified for illegal machinery, 
Roloff took home the third-place tro- 
phy behind winner Reinen and se- 
cond-place Davidson. 

Roloff jumped out again in the 
600cc Super Street riding the Yo- 
shimura Yamaha, but was plain out- 
horsepowered by the Curt Jordan- 
tuned Honda of Frank Mazur and 
took second. Suzuki-mounted Nigel 
Gale took third. “I’ve never worked 
so hard for so little," quipped Roloff 
as he went home without a single 
first-place trophy. 

‘The 600cc Box Stock class is becom- 
ing one of the most exciting to watch, 
even though thereare no longer points 
awarded toward the overall cham- 
pionship. John Penner and Gary 
'Tatsumi are quickly becoming the 
new stars of the class. Suzuki pilot 
Tatsumi and Kawasaki-mounted 
Penner played cat and mouse the 
entire ten-lap race and with a side-by- 
side, photo-finish, Tatsumi took the 
nod. John Littau, Shawn Leipold 
and Scott Johnson went at it for 
third, but when Leipold decided to 
take soil samples in turn two, John- 
son stole the trophy. 

After destroying his machine two 
weeks ago in an unscheduled dirt

excursion, Chris Crowell showed up 
with a brand new Suzy and took on 
Marty Sharpe in the 750cc Box Stock. 
Crowell, armed with the knowledge 
that Sharpe was running a stock 
shock against his own aftermarket 
model, just “held to his tail until his 
shock got hot and stopped working”’ 
to take the victory. 

In 450cc Production the lead was 
claimed early on by another Suzy 
rider, Pete Carroll, who had a lonely 
ride to the flag for the win. Second 
place was hotly contested by a whole 
pile of riders, among them Kirby 
Real, Bruce Mangels (on a bike bor- 
rowed from Clint Whitehouse), John 
Thornton, Steve Dilalo and Andy 
Leisner. After a race- long encounter 
they finished tightly in that respec- 
tive order. 

Youngster Dylan Code (son of 
Keith) and Gary Pendergrass fought 
a tough battle in the 125cc GP with 
Code styling to the win.

McMahon 
got out of shape trying to avoid 
McLain, and in his attempt to get 
straightened out nearly took Cagiva’s 
Ron Turner out of his position. 
Griewe held a big lead with Rincon 
in the second slot at the halfway 
point. Gordon Ward (Skip Fordyce 
Honda) had worked his up from a 
terrible start, passed Turner and was 
quickly gaining on McMahon in 
third. In the late laps of the moto 
Griewe was slowed down by Inter- 
mediate traffic, but had enough of a 
lead so that it didn’t cost him at the 
finish.

“Well, that’s racing. People think that 
Mickey Fay and I are arch-rivals, but actu- 
ally we’re pretty good friends. We travel to 
the Nationals together and share equipment. 


I just wouldn't put a bad move 
on him for a lousy $400.” That 
was how the big winner, Na- 
tional number 24 Randy Green 
summarized the action — and con- 
tact with Fay — in winning an indoor 
short track held in the Seattle King- 
dome. 

Wesco Promotions and the Mon- 
roe short track people ran this year's 
Western Indoor Championship, with 
midget auto and kart racing also 
featured. 

“We had a lot of sleepless nights, 
but I think we pulled it off," said 
Wesco’s Jan Glithero. Motorcycle 
racing proved to be the biggest draw 
for the almost 6000 spectators, who 
watched the bikes perform on con- 
crete. The rosin-coated surface proved 
suitable for dirt track tires, although 
Randy Skiver had finished second the 
year before with road racing slicks. 
Engine displacement for the one- 
fifth mile oval was limited to 250cc. 

At least a dozen nationally ranked 
racers competed, but Green was the 
man to beat. “The important thing 
on this track is to be smooth. I just 
kept it in third gear and pegged it. 
Maybe it was just my night, but 
somehow I was able to hook up better 
than the others. The back straight 
had a painted area that you really had 
to be aware of. I don’t think anybody 
fell off because of that, but it did dis- 
rupt the flow of the riding," said 
Green. 





Green, sponsored by Honda, took 
the measure of Spokane’s fast Ron 
Yamamoto in his heat race. Elec- 
tronic timing showed this to be the 
fastest heat, so Green earned the pole 
for the A main. 

A Trophy Dash 

Green earned the pole for the trophy 
dash as well, sitting next to fellow 
heat race winners Jeff Campbell, Fay 
and Randy Patterson. Green jumped 
the start, but was allowed one more 
chance from the front row. He didn’t 
waste his second chance and jumped 
into the first corner alongside Fay. 

Green got a better drive off the 
southern turn on the counter-clock- 
wise track and led Fay — who had to 
shift a couple of times per lap — to 
the checkered flag, followed by Pat- 
terson and Campbell.
